Are the Promise of 1926 


Today begins the new working year of 
1926. It is a beginning filled with promise 
of further expansion and activity in the 
world.

twelve-month unprecedented 
for sound and lasting prosperity. 
side are indications, which all may see and 
readily interpret, that this first year in the 
second quarter of the twentieth century, 
will bring in the greatest plentitude the 
fruits of the better ordered functioning of 
production and distribution, that has been 
evolved out of the troublous times of the 
past decade. 

Business has learned not to oppose the 
changing order with its minimized tendency 
toward speculative commitments. ‘There 
has come about an encouraging recogni- 
tion of the economic truth that the horizon 
of safe business venturing, although it may 
be extended through the gift of vision, lies 
always on this side of the realms of the 
visionary. Industry has laid aside the head- 
long enthusiasm that so recently led to pro- 
ductive excesses. Commerce, realizing that 
if it is to perform properly and profitably 
its important role in the development of 
trade it must keep ahead of both supply and 
demand, has buckled to the task of making 
its marketing opportunities. Both know, 
and wisely will heed, the warning signs of 
intermittent overloading and underwork- 
ing. Out of such knowledge and determina- 
tion is sound prosperity builded. 

The past year closed with the greatest 
volume of retail selling which this country, 
or any other, has ever known. This means 
that stocks in the hands of ultimate dis- 
tributors have been reduced to a minimum. 
The excellent financial condition of the con- 
suming public is ample assurance that these 
stocks will have to be replenished without 
delay. The employment situation is most 
gratifying. The consumer has not over- 
bought. He has no thought—and there is 
no reason that he should have any—of cur- 
tailing his purchasing. He will keep on 
buying as long as, and to the extent that, 
his needs and the articles which meet them 
are kept in juxtaposition by wise selling 
methods. And as he is supplied, so must 
those who contribute finished products to 
his liking and, in turn, those others who 
furnish the intermediate and the raw ma- 
terials—so must all be busy and prosper. 

[It is, theoretically speaking, a simple 
thing to build up the prosperity of a people 
and to maintain it. It is, in fact, so simple 
that in practice it must needs be compli- 
cated by those who live by teaching fal- 
lacies of political economy or by demanding 
privileges on one hand and decrying them 
on the other. Elsewise this class—and it 
is always an unnecessarily plentiful parasite 
on the body politic—would vanish. It has 
no occupation, no reason to exist, except 
that which it makes for itself. Prosperity 
is a simple matter because it is a matter 
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merely of keeping all business in the nat- 
ural and obvious inter-relationship of its 
various industrial, commercial and financial 
divisions. The very obviousness of these 
inter-relations is the reason why they are 
usually viewed astigmatically or myopic- 
ally. The past few years have brought to 
the great mass of the American people 
(including the business man) a clearer eco- 
nomic vision. Conditions already reflect 
this improvement. There is promise in the 
opinions, still vague and protean, expressed 
on matters of political economy that this 
year will see further progress in that line. 

The industrial-commerciai situation is 
undergoing a rather severe strain from the 
anthracite mining strike. Several aspects 
of political-economy are also under the 
same test. Business has shown its sound- 
ness and strength in its resistance of this 
potentially baleful influence. Perhaps there 
will also become apparent the faults in the 
other direction, which make such a threat 
of calamity possible. 

These things becloud, but they do not de- 
stroy, the brightness of the’ business out- 
look at the beginning of this new year. It 
is, we believe, rational to expect that, 
through the application of the same variety 
of common sense that has served so well 
in the improvement of business understand- 
ing in the past few years, these problems 
will be brought to a solution which will 
add to the opportunities that now lie before 
industry and commerce. It is such a so- 
lution which business has every right to 
insist be arrived at. 





Science Lends a Hand 
To Eke Out Mint Supply 


There is of late, a bit of strangeness in 
the flavor of certain mint confections. There 
is something, newly present, that is rem- 
iniscent of the popular menthol inhaler, in 
their aroma. There is the desigation, “Mint 
Flavored,” on wrappers which, at less pro- 
gressive (or more forehanded ) candy stands 
nearby, still bear the legend, “Peppermint 
Flavored.” For science, or ingenuity, or a 
combination of both, has come to the assist- 
ance of agriculture, forsaken to a degree by 
nature in the production of the essential 
oils of Mentha piperita and other members 
of the mint family. 

Manufacturers of mint-flavored confec- 
tionery, dentifrices, and the like, have been 
materially handicapped by the high price 
asked for the oil of peppermint of the 
United States Pharmacopeeia and by the ap- 
parent paucity of supplies. There has been, 
in some instances, a noticeable weakening 
of the flavor of products of this category— 
mint flavor seems to be a matter of kind, not 
of quantity, of flavoring agent employed. 
There have been efforts to adjust formulas 
and designations to the utilization of the 
peppermint oil of the Japanese Pharmaco- 
peeia (derived from Mentha arvensis or 
Mentha canadensis), which the United 


States Department of Agriculture has ruled 
is not a peppermint, not even a Japanese 
peppermint, and is not imp rtable for use as

a “peppermint,” or even plain “mint,” 
flavor. A goodly measure of relief seems to 
be now at hand; for the government of- 
ficials have not decreed that the designa- 
tion, “mint,” is illegally applied to a product 
flavored with a mixture of synthetic men- 
thol, white petrolatum oil, and a small por- 
tion of oil of Mentha piperita. 


A compounded flavoring agent of such a 
formula, containing “3 percent of pepper- 
mint oil,” according to an informal state- 
ment from the Bureau of Chemistry, could 
be designated properly as “Peppermint 
Flavor, Non-alcoholic, fortified with Syn- 
thetic Menthol.” It is the further informal 
opinion of the bureau that such a product 
would be an imitation peppermint oil under 
the food and drugs act and should be desig- 
nated as an imitation in accordance with 
the act and the regulations thereunder. As 
to products flavored with this compounded 
oil the bureau says: “Confectionery 
flavored in part with synthetic menthol 
should not be sold under representations 
that it is flavored wholly with true pepper- 
mint.” This, apparently, permits the use of 
the designation, “Mint Flavored.” 

In the early part of 1923, the Department 
of Agriculture ruled that the peppermint oil 
of the Japanese Pharmacopeeia is corn-mint 
oil, applying thereto the common name 
given to Mentha arvensis by Gray and in 
the dictionaries. It.was also officially ruled 
‘at that time that products flavored with 
corn-mint oil should not be designated by 
such unmodified terms as “mint,” or “mint 
flavored.” This ruling has been adhered to 
by the department in passing upon inquiries 
in the past few months with respect to legal 
possibilities of eking out the supply of oil 
of Mentha piperita with oil of Mentha ar- 
It has been the official attitude that

permint oil.” It has been admitted, how- 
ever, by the officials that the term, “mint,” 
popularly applied to food products has no 
such limitation generally, the flavor of mint 
sauces, mint jellies, and the like being that 
of Mentha viridis (spearmint). 

Although Gildemeister and Hoffman (and 
the Kremers translation), Parry, Holmes, 
and other authorities on essential oils apply 
the term, “Japanese peppermint oil,” to the 
oil of Mentha arvensis (or canadensis) ; va- 
riety, piperascens (or vulgaris), the govern- 
ment officials have held that authoritative 
recognition of this designation is lacking 
outside of Japan. But, the Japanese officially 
recognize oil of Mentha arvensis as pepper- 
mint oil. So, if Japanese peppermint oil is 
not oil of Mentha arvensis, what is it? If 
a Japanese customer should ask an Amer- 
ican dealer for peppermint oil, what should 
be supplied? There seems to be a difference 
of opinion even in official circles at Wash- 
ington; for the Department of Commerce, 
as recently as December 14, has published 
statistics on the production of “peppermint 
oil in the Sonobe district, which is the cen- 
ter for peppermint growing in the Kobe con- 
sular district.” Also, the official records of

States. Is there any reason to wonder at 
tales that automobiles far outnumber dwell- 
ing houses in this country? 

Prices of crude petroleum in domestic 
fields averaged over 1925 about 10 percent 
above their 1924 level. Hence, the financial 
yield of the oil wells in the United States 
was about 16 percent greater last year. 
Doubtless, it passed the billion-dollar mark. 
Those in high places in the petroleum world 
are predicting bigger things for 1926. It is 
interesting to learn that they include pro- 
duction in this estimate, and that it is al- 
most a month since the latest utterance of 
the prophecy of an imminent decline.

Numerous Changes Are Proposed 
By Bureau of Explosives 
And Shippers 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 30, 1925. 


The quarterly hearing on changes pro- 
posed by the Bureau of Explosives, ener 
ican Railway Association, in regulations 
for the transportation of explosives and 
other dangerous articles by freight and 
express has been set for January 6 before 
Director W. P. Bartel of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission in this city. It will 
be preceded by a conference of parties 
interested with B. W. Dunn, chief in- 
spector of the bureau. January 5, in this 
city. A considerable attendance of chem- 
ical package experts is expected. 


One of the questions scheduled for con- 
sideration is that of permitting the use 
| of lumber 25-32 of an inch thick in car- 
boy boxes. The Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission specifications now call for 7% inch 
lumber to be used, but that size lumber 
was ruled out by the lumber specificattion 
program approved by Secretary Hoover 
of the Commerce Department ‘not long 
ago. The Indiana Box Company, it ap- 
pears, laid in a quantity of the 25-32 inch 
lumber to make carboy boxes under a con- 
tract with a chemical manufacturing con- 
cern calling for 25,000 such boxes, and actu- 
ally made some 10,000 or 12,000 when the 
Bureau of Explosives called attention to 
the % inch specification. The box com- 
pany then called on its senators, who 
asked the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion about the matter. It was referred 
to the Manufacturing Chemists’ Associa- 
tion in due time and finally reached the 
carboy committee of that’ organization 
which is expected to report at the Janu- 
ary hearing. If the 7, inch lumber is 
insisted upon it will be an odd size under 
the simplification program and would cost 
more, it is feared. 


The question of substituting the swing 
test of 55 inches for the drop test of 35 
inches for carboy boxes is also scheduled 
for consideration.

Paints and Varnishes 


Of the major groups, pigments, paints, 
and varnishes showed the largest gain— 
34 percent—having attained a total valu- 
ation of $1,579,000 for the month of No- 
vember, 1925. Taking the values alone, 
the exports of white lead was the one item 
of the group to drop. Foreign sales of 
mineral earth pigments equalled $75,000 
(1.9 pounds), and of chemical pig- 
ments, $309,000 (3,666,000 pounds). Car- 
bon, bone, and lamp blacks continued the 
favorable trade evident in the past few 
months and amounted to $357,000 (4,- 
308,000 pounds). However, the outstand- 
ing incident of the paint trade was the 
size of the shipments of enamel paints 
which were higher than the average and 
doubled those of the previous November 
having equalled $100,000 (266.400 pounds). 
=xports of varnishes were 82,000 gallons 
valued at $169,000. The imports of the 
paint group representing one percent of 
the entire chemical imports were smaller 
than usual with $202,000 worth having 
been received. 


Naval Stores, Gums and Resins 


The exports of naval stores, gums, and 
resins improved 27 percent to $2,146,000, 
as compared with the preceding November. 
The gain, as has been true during the 
past few months, was mainly due to a 
rise in export price of rosin since actually 
smaller quantities were sent abroad the 
current period than during last November, 
figures for which were :—62,400 barrels 
valued at $1,343,000 for November, 1925, 
as compered with 104,700 barrels, valued 
at $1,154,000 in November, 1924. Larger 
amounts of spirits of turpentine left the 
United States destined for foreign coun- 
tries in November. 1925, or a total of 
616.000 gallons, valued at $668,000, than 
in November, 1924. 





The imports of gums, resins, and bal- 
sams. valued at $1,403,000 were excep- 
tionally small being below those of the 


corresponding month of 1924 by 30 per- 
eent, and of the previous months by 45 
percent. The smallness of the receipts of 
varnish gums was perhaps the attributable 
cause to the decline as only 3,315,000 
pounds, worth $678,000 entered the United 
States in November, 1925, as compared 
with 5,237,000 pounds, worth $1,388.000 
in November, 1924. Imports of shellac 
went from 1,851,000 pounds, valued at 


$983,000 in November, 1924, to 564.000 
punds, $235,000 in November, 1925. There 
were no imports of kauri gums during 


the month. 
Industrial Chemicals 


Whereas the exports of industrial 
chemicals gained 9 percent over the 
previous November, the imports lost 9 


percent. The total exports which equalled 
$2,257.000 were $593,000 in excess of the 
imports. All items included in the ex- 
ports with the exception of acids and 
anhydrides, ammonia and ammonium com- 
pounds, surpassed those of the previous 
November, figures for some of the more 
important commodities for November, 
1925, being:—Acetate of lime, 4.571,000 
pounds, $141,000; calcium carbide, 624,- 
000 pounds $26,000; bleaching powder, 
1,829,000 pounds, $35,000; copper sulphate, 
758,000 pounds, $35,000; dextrine, 2,374,- 
000 pounds, $107,000; formaldehyde 238,- 
000 pounds, $22,000; and glycerin, 721,- 
000 pounds, $24,000. The exports of 
sodas and sodium compounds advanced 
from 27.444,000 pounds, valued at $692,000 
to 28.367,000 pounds, valued at $706,000. 


Although the imports of acids and 
anhydrides rose over 200 percent in quan- 
tities from 2,346,000 pounds in November, 
1924, to 7,800,000 pounds -in November, 
1925, the values advanced less than one 
percent from $169,000 to $170,000. Some

Coal-Tars 


The coal-tar chemical exports of $646.- 
000 for the month of November, 1925, 
which were the smallest for the year were 
nevertheless 2 percent above those of No- 
vember, 1924. Aniline oil and salts, ex- 
ports of which are never large. were con- 
spicuous this month on account of the 
unusually large amounts, 210.000 pounds, 
valued at $41,000 for the month. Although 
coal-tar colors, dyes, and stains increased 
45 percent in quantities shipped to 1,840,- 
000 pounds for the month of November, 
1925, they declined 21 percent in values 
to $402,000. 

The imports of coal-tar chemicals re- 
flected a 39 percent loss and equalled $1,- 


236.000. Dead or creosote oil continued 
to be the most important item of the 
group accounting for 80 percent of the 


total or gallons, $997,000. 


Botanicals and Medicines 


Exports of crude drugs and other bo- 
tanicals failed to reach the November, 
1924, figure by 25 percent although the 
total of $339,000 (380,000 pounds) was 
considerably in excess of every other 
month of the year with the exception of 
January. Th's fact is really due, how- 
ever, to a higher valuation as the pound- 
age was small. 

On the other hand, imports surpassed 
the previous November figure by 42 per- 
cent in value while the quantity was 
doubled, totals for the month being $1.- 
144,000 (19,082,000 pounds). Receipts of 
cinchona bark amounting to $232,000 
(735,000 pounds), and of pyrethrum 
flowers of $268,000 (1,714,000 pounds), 
were the peak of the year, but the pre- 
dominating feature was the large size of 
the incoming shipments of licorice root 
when 14,460,000 pounds, valued at $344,- 
300 were imported. 

Foreign sales of medicinal and phar- 
maceutical preparations continued favor- 
able with nothing outstanding for the 
group, totals having been $1,531.000 for 
the month of November, 1925. Sales of 
antitoxins, serums, and vaccines amounted 
to $132,000 (3,472,000 e¢.c.). Contrasting

Essential Oils and Perfumery 


A reduction was made in both exports 
and imports of essential oils. the former 
having equalled 64,000 pounds. valued at 
$153,000, and the latter $326,000.

1925, were:—Geranium, 3,940 
pounds, $13.400; bergamot, 4.300 pounds, 
$21,200; citronella and lemongrass, 118,-

$28.000; and orange, 9,900, pounds, $17,500, 

Exports of perfumery and toilet pre- 
parations improved 12 percent to $618,000, 
but imports declined 37 percent to $503.,- 
000. The exports of perfumers and toilet 
waters amounted to 33,000 pounds, $36,- 
000: of taleum and other toilet powders 
to 297,000 pounds, $157.000; of creams, 
rouges, and other cosmetics to 202,000 
pounds, $108,000: and of dentifrices to 
248,000 pounds, $222,000. 

Perfumery, bay rum, and toilet waters 
accounted for over one-half of the imports 
ef goods of this type, or $299,000 (180,500 
pounds) for the month of November, 1925.

Assailed by Gordon 


Flexibility Provisions Denounced 


At Meeting of Peoples’ 
Reconstruction League 


WASHINGTON, Dee. 30, 1925. 


The two-day tariff conference of the 
People’s Reconstruction League here this 
week was featured by a talk on the /in- 


seed oil tariff by John B. Gordon, Wash- 
ington representative of the Bureau of 
Raw Materials for American Fats and 
Oils Industries. It is reported that a de- 
bate on the matter was planned, C. T. 
Nolan of the National Lead Company, 
chairman of the flaxseed crushers’ tariff 
committee, having been invited to talk on 
the other side. Mr. Nolan, however, did 
not appear at the meeting, but telegraphed 
to Benjamin C. March, executive secretary 
of the league, that he had other engage- 


ments. So there was no debate. Other 
speakers included David J. Lewis, for- 
merly a member of the United States 


Tariff Commission, who discussed the mak- 
ing of a tariff; Representative Henry T. 
Rainey of Illinois, who gave a historical 
review of various tariff laws, and David 
I. Walsh, former senator from Massa- 
chusetts, who spoke on the tariff and 
the trusts. The conference closed with a 
dinner last evening, at which Senator Bur- 


ton K. Wheeler of Montana was toast- 
master. Herbert F. Baker, president of 
the Farmers’ National Council, is also 


president of the league. 


Flexible Tariff Denoument 


Former Representative Gordon of Cleve- 
land, Ohio, denounced the flexible tariff 
provisions as unconstitutional, which 
moved Mr. Marsh to announce that both 
Senator Smoot and Represéntative Green, 
chairmen of the tariff committees of Con- 
gress, favor repeal of the law. 

Senator Capper of Kansas, head of the 
farm bloc, sounded a warning that an 
upheaval may be expected unless farmers 
are given some relief from the present 
tariff law. He explained that the farmer 


must sell his surplus on the low-priced 
world market, while he buys materia!s 
and supplies in the heavily protected 


American home market. The tariff has 
aided in establishing an aluminum mon- 
opoly, he declared, and complained that 
New Englanders have had too much to 
do with the framing of the tariff law. 

Mr. Lewis said that millions of dollars 
of possible imports of articles not pro- 
duced in this country have been excluded 
by needless tariffs recklessly imposed by 
tariff makers indifferent to the rights of 
consumers, 

Oswald Garrison Villard, author and 
editor, spoke about the tariff and politics, 
and Harrington Emerson asserted that 
all American industries are over-equipped 
and under-supervised, in pleading for 
more efficiency in industry. M. Doran, 
secretary of the United States Sugar As- 
sociation; Rollin E. Smith of the United 
States Grain Futures Administration, De- 
partment of Agriculture, were among the 
other speakers. 

Mr. Gordon declared that the high tariff 
on linseed oil was absolutely ineffective 
as an accellerant to the growing of do- 
mestic flaxseed because the oil comes in 
in the seed, which carries a much lower 
tariff. This is greatly to the interest of 
crushers, he said, including the National 
Lead Company, Pittsburgh Plate Glass 
Company, Standard Oil Company and 
others who, through their subsidiaries, are 
large producers of linseed oil from flax- 
seed, which they import in great quantl- 
ties from the Argentine.

Chemical Industry Relieved 


With few exceptions the relaxation from 
the genera] tension in Austria has brought 
relief to the chemical industry. Large 
chemical works report favorable business 
and, in spite of foreign competition and 
and the pressure on prices resulting there- 
from, they have endeavored to maintain 
their volume of production. Austria’s 
chemical industry is what might be termed 
a preparatory one, since most of the prod- 
ucts are sold to other industries in an un- 


finished state. That portion of the in- 
dustry which is engaged in the manufac- 
ture of finished products, in view of the 


restricted market in the country, must be 
dependent upon export possibilities, al- 
though the purchasing power of the mass 
of the Austrian people, at present slightly 
improved, also must be taken into consid- 
eration, 


Acid Business Stimulated 


The new customs tariff of Austria has 
stimulated to a certain extent the do- 
mestic market for sulphuric and muriatic 
acid. The production of sulphuric acid 
has increased lately by approximately 
2,500 carloads of 10 tons, and a new fac- 


tory was established recently at Moos- 
bierbaum. This increase in capacity ex- 
ceeds former annual imports approxi- 


mately four times; nevertheless, it has 
not been possible to gain entirely the do- 
mestic market or to exploit fully the ca- 
pacity of the works—attributed by manu- 
facturers to the unsatisfactory marketing 
possibilities in Austria. 


Superphosphate Requirements 


Austria, it is estimated, 
proximately 4,000 carloads of superphos- 
phates annually. Foreign industries in 
Italy, Czechoslovakia, Hungary and Yugo- 
slavia in the past have furnished ap- 
proximately three-quarters of this amount, 
although, according to reports, factories 
in Austria could have furnished the en- 
tire demand Manufacturers attribute the 
situation to inadequate tariff protection 
of the Austrian industry. Foreign fac- 
tories are in a position to sell on their 
own market at favorable prices and 
eventually to dispose of their surplus stock 
in Austria at dumping prices. The in- 
ability to extend the production of super- 
phosphates in Austria, according to man- 
ufacturers, also naturally restricts the 
production of sulphuric acid.

Paints — Restrictions 


Hamper Carbon Black Makers 


Price changes in the paint and var- 
nish materials market last week were 
few and of relatively minor importance, 
and the market did not show any defi- 
nite trend one way or the other. Trad- 
ing continued quiet, reflecting the holi- 
day slowness and the imminence of in- 
ventory. 

Estimates of the 1926 building pro- 
gram indicate that a total sum of 
$390,000,000 will be spent for paint, var- 
nishes and enamels to be used in fin- 
ishing work on new construction. The 
Architectural Forum estimates that 
1926 will be a six-billion-dollar con- 
struction year. Anticipated expendi- 
tures for new buildings during the year, 
as tabulated by the Forum, show a to- 
tal of $5,584,782,500 which will pass 
over the boards of architects and into 
actual construction during the year. 
In addition to this sum to be spent for 
building materials and labor, there 
must be considered the fact that in 
the small house field and that of in- 
dustrial construction there is consider- 
able building not developed from archi- 
tects’ plans, probably totaling another 
half billion dollars. The United States 
Department of Labor, analyzing the 
building dollar, estimates that painting 
and similar finishing work on construc- 
tion costs 6% percent of the total ex- 
penditure, which, figured on the esti- 
mate of a _ six-billion-dollar building 
year, gives the indicated amount to be 
spent for paint and varrishes as stated 
above. The figures contained in the 
estimate of the Architectural Forum 
are particularly interesting to the paint 
trade, coming, as they do, at a time 
when considerable alarmist talk re- 
garding overbuilding is being heard. 
In commenting on its estimate, the 
Forum points out that there is some 
talk of the building shortage having 
been met, and that talk is also heard 
of the necessity of getting back to a 
“normal” building program, this prob- 
ably referring to pre-war records as 
normal. Based on the increase in pop- 
ulation, living standards and housing 
standards, the Forum adds, the prob- 
able “normal” building year of today is 
four billion dollars or more, and on 
this basis it would take three or four 
six-billion-dollar years to meet the 
still existing shortage. The volume of 
new construction during the year just 
closed was approximately six and one- 
half billions, a new high record for the 
industry. 

The increasing evidence of a reason- 
ably healthy condition in the building 
trades in the greater part of the coun- 
try lends new significance to the slogan 
of the paint industry, “Triple the in- 
dustry by 1931.” 

Carbon black manufacturers operat- 
ing in the Monroe field of Louisiana, 
according to news reports from Mon- 
roe, are finding the regulations re- 
stricting their use of natural gas more 
and more irksome, and it is expected 
that a fight may be waged against the 
Louisiana Conservation Department’s 
program of curtailing operations in 
the carbon black industry. The Com- 
mission has refused to issue permits 
to new carbon black companies and in 
one instance a carbon company which 
had intended to establish an ink man- 
ufacturing plant in conjunction with 
its works was also denied a license. 


Texas is the latest State to issue 
regulations governing the consumption 
of natural gas in carbon black manu- 
facture. The Texas Railroad Cominis- 
sion has announced that no permits 
to manufacture carbon black will be 
granted except where the manufacture 
of this material will not interfere with 
the supply of domestic or industrial 
heating and lighting gas. Expansion 
of the carbon black industry, it was 
reported, recently threatened to inter- 
fere with the requirements of several 
of the larger cities which depend upon 
gas for fuel. Casinghead gas, where 
now wasted at oil producing wells, will 
be permitted to be made into carbon 
black, but only where the flow of wells 
used for heating or lighting cities far 
exceeds this demand will permits be 
issued to manufacture carbon black,

Narrow Changes in Primary and Local Markets 
—Business Generally Quiet Here and in South 
—Movement of Crop Diminishing 


Quieter conditions prevailed in the 
local market for naval stores last week, 
consumers being averse, as usual at 
this period, to purchasing beyond their 
immediate or nearby requirements, es- 
pecially as much of the time there was 
nothing very strikng in the action of 
Southern markets. Changes in turpen- 
tine and rosin quotations were confined 
within small limits, the former closing 
at a small net advance for the week, 
while the latter product was irregular. 

Variations in turpentine quotations 
in Southern markets were small during 
much of the week, though a rather 
sharp advance occurred on Thursday. 
Business on the Savannah Board of 
Trade and the Jacksonville Chamber of 
Commerce was suspended from noon 
on Thursday till the end of the week 
and there was little activity on preced- 
ing days. A fair volume of inquiries 
was received in those markets, but 
actual business was quiet. Holiday 
conditions prevailed abroad as usual 
with the approach of the new year, and 
business at London and _ Liverpool 
dragged, with correspondingly narrow 
changes in quotations. The trend of 
prices in both foreign markets was 
downward at times, but changes for 
the week were devoid of significance. 

With trade quiet everywhere, the 
outlook for 1926 was the _ principal 
topic among many. There was a no- 
ticeable disposition to take an opti- 
mistic view of prospects. Developments 
in the statistical position recently have 
been rather disappointing from the 
viewpoint of sellers. Stocks abroad are 
heavy and materially in excess of this 
time last year, while supplies: in do- 
mestic primary markets have not 
shown the shrinkage that some had 
expected. In the local trade, however, 
bullish developments in the statistical 
position are anticipated in the near 
future. 

During the past month there has 
been a decrease in arrivals at seaboard 
markets in the South, the movement 
being smaller than in the correspond- 
ing period last year, and with the ad- 
vent of 1926, according to many reports 
from the South, there is likely to be a 
further and perhaps more marked 
shrinkage in the movement. It is pre- 
dicted by some that the receipts at 
seaboard markets during the last quar- 
ter of the naval stores year ended with 
March will make a very bullish show- 
ing in comparison with the same period 
last season. 

Receipts of turpentine at Savannah, 
Jacksonville and Pensacola from the 
opening of the season to the close of 
business, December 22, were 266,394 
barrels against 279,387 barrels in the 
same time last year, 290,509 barrels 
in the corresponding period two years 
ago, 242,523 barrels in 1922 and 234,241 
barrels in 1921. Stocks in those mar- 
kets on the date above mentioned were 
52,048 barrels against 56,728 barrels at 
the same time last year, 46,676 barrels 
two years ago, 48,649 barrels three 
years ago and 69,553 barrels in 1921. 

Consumption of turpentine at the 
close of the year was apparently no 
smaller than normal for the period. 
Painting operations were checked for 
a time by a widespread cold wave of 
unusual severity, but any loss in con- 
sumption from this cause is certain to 
be only temporary. Winter building 
is exceptionally active in many parts 
of the country and the indications ap- 
parently point to a liberal use of tur- 
pentine in the painting of new struc- 
tures for some time to come. 

Pale rosins continued to 
firmness in southern markets, while 
darker grades were fairly steady. 
There was no increase in the arrivals 
of the pale descriptions and receipts 
of other kinds were moderate. Ac- 
cording to some in the trade there 
is not likely to be any increase in 
the arrivals of the higher grades of 
rosin during the remainder of the sea- 
son. The movement of the crop has 
shown a noteworthy decrease during 
recent weeks and a further shrinkage 
is expected during the remainder of 
the naval stores year. 

Export inquiries have been received 
more numerously of late in southern 
markets and in view of the better 
action of foreign prices an increase 
in the foreign demand for rosin during 
the early weeks of 1926 would not be 
at all surprising to some of the trade. 
As to the outlook for domestic business 
with the advent of the new year there 
are many who consider the prospects 
as decidedly promising as the trend 
of general business in this country 
is still in the direction of improve- 
ment, while supplies of rosin in the 
hands of consumers are believed to 
be comparatively small in many in- 
stances. The statistical position of

rosin in primary markets did not show 
much net change last week. 
was a decrease in stocks at Savannah 
and an increase at Jacksonville.

At the close of the 
week quotations were $1.01 to $1.02 
per gallon. 

Business was suspended in primary 
centers from noon on Thursday to the 
end of the week. Trade was gener- 
ally quiet on other days of the week 
and changes in prices were confined 
within narrow limits much of the 
time. The movement of turpentine 
from the woods to the seaboard was 
on a moderate scale and there was 
not much change in stocks in primary 
centers for the week.

In the Northwest trading was 
quiet. Sentiment among operators 
there appears to be bearish in some 
cases owing to the continued favorable 
weather in Argentina and expectations 
that the crop in that country will 
soon be moving to market. There was 
apparently little disposition, however, 
to sell aggressively. The movement of 
the crop in the Northwest continued 
light and developments in some out- 


side markets for other commodities 
during the week were of a_ bullish 


character. 

The trend of the Buenos Aires mar- 
ket was downward much of the time, 
the February option on Thursday being 
quoted at $1.73% per bushel. Fine 
weather prevailed in Argentina during 
the week and so far as is known the 
indications still point to a very heavy 
yield of seed in that country.

Shipments of seed from India to the 
United Kingdom and the Continent

Linseed oil was quiet and steady. 
There was no change in prices as 
quoted by crushers but the market had 
un easy tone and it was said to be 
possible to purchase below published 
quotations. Demand continued dis- 
appointing though there were reports 
current of a better inquiry. Linseed 
cake and meal were steady.

erushers will pay 3c. to 6c. under for good No 
1 seed testing within the 7 to 10 percent mois- 
ture range, according to the quality of the seed 
and the moisture test. 


Offernigs are running very light again, andl 
reports from the country indicate that the 
movement is about over at present prices. 


Offerings to arrive are very limited and mostly 
in less than carload lots. The smaller the lots 
offered the smaller the farm movement, and at 
present the quantities offered on the arrive 
basis are unusually small. Shipping advices 
on flaxseed are very light. Today only five 
ears arrived on the market, and the accumula- 
tion from December 24 to December 28 on track 
was but 39,000 bushels, 

Local deliveries in the past week show a 
total of 8,000 bushels. Total deliveries up to 
December 29 were 302,000 bushels. Elevators 


sold December hedges today again, and prob- 
ably will deliver more seed before the end of 
the month. 

Trade in the futures is mostly quiet. When 
wheat futures rally sharply there is some 


speculative buying of flaxseed, but the Buenos 
Aires sitnation restricts advances. On mod- 
erate upturns liquidation develops and on de-

Glass Tariff Briefs 


Importers Want Report Held 
Up for New Data 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 29, 

Five briefs have been filed with the 
United States Tariff Commission in con- 
nection with the plate glass investigation 
under the flexible tariff provisions of the 
law. The briefs discuss the adequacy of 
the investigation to date and submit 
opposing views as to whether the com- 
mission should make its recommendations 
to the President on the basis cf informa- 
tion already obtained or should make a 
supplementary study on account of de- 
velopments at the hearing here several 
weeks ago when a large amount of testi- 
mony was presented to show that the new 
continuous process of glass making in 
the United States had made a big dif- 
ference in the situation. A motion was 
made at that time by counsel represent- 
ing importers and two Belgian plate glass 
manufacturers that the investigation he 
continued and that the commission should 
again send agents to Belgium to get cost 
data from Belgian producers, who now 
stand ready to throw their books open 
for the commission’s inspection, as well 
look into the continuous process for 
making plate glass in the United States. 

On behalf of the Association of Im- 
ported Plate: Glass Consumers, David ae 
Gallert, New York attorney, sets forth 
the position of the consumers in his brief 
and declares that as a matter of public 
policy as well as for other reasons the 
commission. should hold a supplemental 
investigation. The new continuous 
process of manufacture is new used for 
the preduction of an increasingly sub- 
stantial portion of domestic plate glass, 
“sufficient to materially change _ the 
figures” given in the commission’s 
preliminary statement of information, ac- 
cording to Mr. Gallert. The new process, 
the brief states, “by saving labor, ma- 
terial, fuel and interest on the invest- 
ment reduces the cost of production 
thirty to fifty percent.”” No evidence is 
said to have been produced before the 
commission “negativing the ideas that 
the new process is cheaper and is in 
present use to a very material and sub- 
stantial degree,’ The great increase in 
American production and the absorption 
of the smaller companies into great in- 
dustrial units has materially decreased 
the American cost of production since 
1922, says Mr. Gallert, who quotes testi- 
mony of a representative of the Pitts- 
burgh Plate Glass Company at the re- 
cent hearing, as well as price reductions 
in July, 1925, to substantiate the conten- 
tion. . 

Continuation of the investigation 
posed in briefs filed on behalf 
Pittsburgh Plate Glass Company, Amer- 
ican Plate Glass Corporation, Edward 
Ford Plate Glass Company, National Plate 
Glass Company and Standard Plate Glass 
Company, It is the contention of the 
domestic manufacturers that the com- 
mission now has reliable cost data amply 
sufficient to form a basis of its findings 
and recommendations as to duty revi- 
sion. Further data on the continuous 
process for making plate glass would not 
alter the situation, they contend, because 
such process can be used in one country 
as well as in another. Finally it is de- 
clared that as the investigation has al- 
ready taken over two years it should not 
be further prolonged. 

Supplemental investigation is 
a brief filed by John R. Rafter, New York 
attorney, on behalf of Belgian plate glass 
manufacturers. Mr. Rafter declares that 
the differences in cost of production here 
and in Belgium are not the same today 
as they were during the period covered 
by the commission’s field investigation, 
because of the present use of the con- 
tinuous process in this country; and be- 
cause of substantial increase in Amer- 
ican production and substantial decrease 
in selling prices, as compared with the 
period covered by the commission. 
Speaking of the new process, which he 
says has made such a difference in the 
domestic industry, Mr. Rafter states In 
his brief that this process is even given 
recognition in the Federal specifications 
published by the United States Bureau of 
Standards.

An advance occurred in refined cot- 
tonseed oil futures in the local market 
last week and the trend of crude oil 
wis also upward in Southern markets. 
Other products showed little change, 
though the tone was apparently better. 
The speculation here was more active, 
outsiders participating to a greater ex- 
tent than for some time past. Sales of 
crude oil in the South also showed an 
increase and the strength of that prod- 
uct was the principal bullish factor in 
the local market for refined oil. Offer- 
ings of crude oil as well as other prod- 
ucts in Southern markets were light 
throughout the week.

The transactions for three and one- 
half business days amounted to 69,500 
barrels. This compared with sales for 
four days of the previous week of 42,- 
300 barrels and with 47,300 barrels for 
five days two weeks ago. Closing prices 
on Thursday showed an advance of 
about $1.25 to $1.50 per barrel, as com- 
pared with the final quotations of the 
previous week. Cotton futures in the 
local market were fairly active. Prices 
were irregular.

| Sentiment was more bullish than re- 
cently, owing to strengthening develop- 
ments in the crude oil situation as well 
as in outside markets for other specu- 
i} lative commodities,, notably grain and 
provisions. The strength of crude oil 
in Southern markets, however, was the 
|principal bullish factor. Speculation 
'was more active than for some time 
past, the transactions during the first 


three days of the week exceeding 62,000 
barrels. Commission houses were 
rather prominent in the operations, 
outside public interest in the specula- 
tion being stimulated by the activity 
and strength of other commodities. 
Crude oil was more active in the 
outh with the trend of prices upward. 
ales were reported at from 9c. to 
94ec. per pound. In some sections late 
in the week still higher prices were 
quoted with the offerings limited at the 
advance. Some crushers do not appear 
to be in a position to accept much new 
business for early delivery. Supplies 
of refined oil in the local market are 
small and cash prices were firm. Tues- 
day was the first day for the delivery 
of oil on January contracts. There 
were no tenders. 

The recent bullish government re- 
port on the pig situation continued to 
be discussed in cottonseed oil trade 
circles. Some think it points to higher 
prices for lard during 1926. Rumors 
were current of an increased foreign 
inquiry for lard, though they lacked 
confirmation. Clearances of lard from 
this port for Europe during the week, 
however, showed a further increase. 
Exports of lard compound made from 
vegetable fats during eleven months of 
the year ended with November were 
7,421,533 pounds, against 6,492,353 
pounds in the corresponding period 
last year, while exports of lard com- 
pound made from animal fats were 12,- 
385,688 pounds, against 6,909,243 pounds 
in the same time last year. Some 
products which compete with cotton- 
seed oil were stronger. 

Live hogs were firmer in the West 
early in the week. Although the move- 
ment of hogs to some Western markets 
has increased recently, it is still con- 
siderably smaller than the movement 
at this time last year, with the weight 
of the hogs less than it was then. The 
weight of the hogs received in Chicago 
during the week ended December 26 
averaged 221 pounds, against 226 
pounds in the same week last year and 
234 pounds two years ago. It is ex- 
pected by some that the monthly state- 
ment.of lard stocks in Chicago, due 
early this week, will make a bullish 
showing. 

Commission houses bought the 
winter and spring months. Some of 
this purchasing was attributed to 
Southern interests. Local houses 
bought and shorts covered. Offerings 
of contracts were noticeably light at 
times. Believers in higher prices Were 
encouraged by the favorable character 
of reports in regard to the condition of 
general business in this country. Pre- 
dictions were heard that the next 
Census Bureau report would make a 
bullish showing as regards consump- 
tion of cottonseed oil. Last year the 
December consumption was about 50,- 
000 barrels smaller than in the previ- 
ous month, but it is contended that 
there is not likely to be any such fall- 
ing off in the figures this year, although 
business in lard compound has dimin- 
ished of late, as usual at this period 
of the year. 

On the other hand, 
curred in prices at times. Recent buy- 
ers in some cases took profits. Also, 
there was more or less short selling. 
Some are bearish on the big increase 
in the yield of cotton and cottonseed 
this season. Largely increased produc- 
tion, they argue, must sooner or later 
bring about lower prices for oil.

Business in 
many oils, fats and greases was quiet. 
It was stated in some quarters that 
the liberal exports of lard recently 
have consisted largely of packers’ ship- 
ments on consignment. 

Exports of lard from the United 
States to all foreign destinations from 
January 1 to December 27 were much 
smaller than in the same time in the 
previous year, amounting last year to 
661,248,000 pounds, as compared with 
926,887,000 pounds in the previous year. 
Shipments to Germany last year were 
only 185,148,000 pounds, whereas in the 
previous year our exports to that coun- 
try were 301,124,000. pounds. Exports 
of lard to Great Britain last year were 
212,135,000 pounds, as compared with 
237,034,000 pounds in the correspond- 
ing period in the previous year. 

Later in the week a reaction oc- 
curred in live hog prices at Chicago. 
Severe cold in the West had little ef- 
fect on the size of the hog movement. 
Receipts at Chicago on Monday were 
50,000 head, and on Tuesday, 48,000 
head. There was a decrease fn ar- 
rivals on Wednesday to 21,000 head, 
but on Thursday they increased to 52,- 
06C head.

With colder weather there 
is a stronger feeling in the market and prices 
are steady at Slee. to 5%c. for the 41-43 
gravity which is the grade in demand. Very 
little of the 42-44 ‘is offered and the demand 
is light. Prices are firm at Stéc. to 5%. 
FURNACE OIL.-—Jobbers report that the 
severe cold weather over the week-end re- 
sulted in a sudden rush of business that 
obliged them to deliver over Sunday even at 
the excess price asked for overtime deliveries. 
This demand has already been felt to some 
extent by the marketers and refiners but as 
yet there is plenty of distillate and gas oil 
suitable for furnace oil in the hands of re- 
finers and there is no talk of any shortage 
of the material or advances in prices except 
that the full list price is asked for spot 
sales. Many of the distributors have their 
contracts with refiners and are in the same 
position as to furnace oil gasoline. The 
present market for zero gas oil, light 
color and sweet odor, is to 3%c.; 38-40 
straw distillate, 3%c. to 36-38 distillate, 
35%c. to 3%c. 

GAS OIL.—This product is active and firm. 
The industrial demand has not been large. 
The gas companies are now using their great- 
est quantity of oil but most of the companies 
buy on contract and are not frequently in the 
spot market. According to quality the market 
ranges from 3%c. to 3%c. Some rather large 
sales were made recently at 3'4c. but there is 
no more available at this price. 

FUEL OIL.—This oil has been strengthened 
by the cold weather. As an illustration a 
steel company was in the market for a train 
load the day before Christmas but thought 
the price quoted too high. The day after it 
wired an acceptance of the offer, the mercury 
having dropped to below zero but was told 
that the price had been advanced. This was 
a special quotation made to secure the busi- 
ness and below regular market quotations. 
Smackover fuel oil is now selling at $1.02 
to $1.07% with the tank wagon distributers 
taking in large quantities which they are able 
to work off by blending. Refinery fuel oils 
are firm at $1.25 to $1.30 for the 18 gravity:

Oil Mergers Planned 


Consolidations of Independents 
To Come Early in Year 


Two huge mergers of petroleum cor- 
porations are looked for early in the year 
One proposed group will be built around 
the General Petroleum Company and 
Union Oil Company of California, which 
together have assets of $230,000,000. The 
other merger, which will be an $80,000,- 
000 combination, based upon the value 
of assets, will include the Barnsdall Cor- 
poration, the Waite Phillips property and 
the Simms Petroleum Company. 

Dillon, Read & Co., which acquired the 
holdings of the Union Oil Company of 
California, previously held by the old 
Union Oil Company of Delaware, is un- 
derstood to be interested in the proposed 
fusion of this organization with the Gen- 
eral Petroleum Company. 

It is expected that an official announce- 
ment of the union of the Barndall Cor- 
poration, the Waite Phillips property and 
the Simms Petroleum Company under one 
management, and giving the terms of this 
consolidation will be made early in the 
new year. Blair & Co., Inc., are under- 
stood to be the sponsors for this combi- 
nation, as the bankers some months ago 
acquired the Waite Phillips property at a 
price estimated at from $22,500,000 to 
$25,000,000. The banking firm is also 
eredited with being heavily interested in 
the Barnsdall Corporation. 

Robert Law. Jr.. president of the 
Barnsdall Corporation, has sold to Blair 
& Co., 335,000 shares of Barnsdall A stock 
at $35 a share. When asked concerning 
the purchase, all comment was refused at 
the offices of Blair & Co.

A further contraction of business 
Was noticeable in the market for mis- 
cellaneous oils, fats and greases last 
week. A fair volume of inquiries was 
noted for certain products, but during 
the final week of the year few con- 
sumers were disposed to purchase 
ahead and such transactions as were 
reported were generally limited to 
unimportant quantities. The prevail- 
ing tone showed improvement, how- 
ever, and changes in prices were about 
evenly divided between advances and 
declines. 

Sentiment in trade circles regarding 
business prospects was cheerful de- 
spite the quietness of trade. Develop- 
ments in local and southern markets 
for cottonseed oil were of a kind to 
ereate a better feeling and reports in 
regard to the condition of American 
trade in general were also of an en- 
couraging character. 

Among the vegetable products coco- 
nut oil was steadier though quotations 
showed little change either here or 
on the Pacific Coast. There was no 
material improvement in demand, con- 
sumers apparently being disposed in 
many cases to await further develop- 
ments in the situation before increas- 
ing the size of their takings. Offer- 
ings were lighter and in some quarters 
there was a better feeling concerning 
the outlook for business earry in 1926. 
There was no change reported in the 
position of copra or coconut oil in the 
Far East. 

The China wood oil situation pre- 
sented few features of interest. There 
was a fair inquiry but consumers 
showed little disposition to anticipate 
to any extent and there were few 
transactions of consequence reported 
between dealers. The market remain- 
ed steady, however, in the absence of 
any increase of consequence in offer- 
ings. 

Corn oil remained steady in the 
west. Offerings from producers con- 
tinued light and business was quiet, 
although a somewhat better inquiry 
was noted as a result of an upturn in 
crude cottonseed oil in the south. The 
olive oil situation lacked new features, 
the market being steady at recently 
prevailing prices with a fair demand 
noted for denatured and edible de- 
scriptions as well as foots. 

An increase was noted in the vol- 
ume of inquiries received for palm oil 
but actual business was apparently 
quiet; with offerings light the market 
was steady. Shipments of rapeseed 
from India to the United Kingdom and 
the Continent from Jan. 1 to Dee. 9, 
1925, were about 100,000 tons smaller 
than in the same time in the previous 
year. The market for refined rapeseed 
oil was steady with a moderate re- 
quest. Offerings of domestic crude 
peanut oil were light and the market 
continued quiet. 

Tallow had an improved tone. In- 
quiries were received in an increased 
volume, while offerings were generally 
light throughout the week. Stocks 
among second hands appear to have 
diminished and producers were not in- 
clined to push matters. There was no 
auction of tallow in London. Grease 
was firmer. There was a_ better in- 
quiry and slightly higher prices pre- 
vailed, offerings being light at the 
advance, 

Lard showed irregularity. Clear- 
ances from this port for Europe again 
made a rather liberal showing, but it 
was stated that the bulk of the lard 
was shipped on consignment. There 
was apparently no improvement in 
new foreign business. Domestic de- 
mand for lard was of fair proportions 
in a jobbing way. American lard in 
Liverpool was irregular. The tendency 
of live hog prices in Chicago was up- 
ward at times. The receipts of live 
hogs were liberal early in the week, 
but the movement fell off later owing 
to the severe winter weather prevail- 
ing in the West. 

Oleo stearin was easier, offerings be- 
ing somewhat freer, while demand was 
rather slow. Degras was quiet, but 
supplies are light and the market con- 
tinued to present a firm appearance. 
Lard and neatsfoot oils were steady 
with a routine demand. Oleo oil met 
a fair request and the market was 
steady. Red oil and stearic acid were 
in fairly active request and prices 
were maintained at former levels. 


Among the fish products cod oil was 
firm. There was a fair jobbing inquiry 
and offerings were light on spot and 
for shipment. There was an absence 
of new developments in the refined 
menhaden situation. There was a fair 


inquiry reported in some quarters and 
the market retained a _ steady tone. 
Crude menhaden oil was quiet.

The general list of vegetable oils 
had a steady tone and there were few 
developments of consequence in the 
way of price changes. Business was 
limited in many cases to small or 
moderate quantities. 

CHINA WOOD. No material 
change occurred in the local China 
wood oil situation last week and there 
was an absence of new developments 
of importance on the Pacific Coast. 
Advices from China failed to create 
fresh interest in the situation on the 
part of domestic buyers and business 
was generally of the same conserva- 
tive character noted in the preceding 
week. Occasional sales were noted on 
spot at 134c. to 13%c. per pound in 
cooperage. On the Pacific Coast quo- 
tations ranged from 115gc. to 12c. per 
pound in tanks for shipment, accord- 
ing to position. Offerings were light 
on spot and for arrival. Supplies in 
some quarters appear to have dimin- 
ished and there was a better feeling 
concerning the outlook for business 
after the turn of the year. At the 
close of the week prevailing quota- 
tions were as_ follows:—In barrels, 
spot, 13c. to 13%c. per pound; Janu- 
ary-February arrival, 13\c. per 
pound; tanks, spot, 1244c. nominal, 
per pound; January-February arrival, 
12%ec. per pound. 

COCONUT.—There was no material 
change in the coconut oil situation 
last week, but the market appeared 
to have a somewhat ketter tone.

An advance in 
cottonseed oil and steadier markets 
for some other oils and fats was not 
without effect upon the attitude of 
sellers. In some quarters the outlook 
was regarded as more favorable from 
the viewpoint of importers and deal- 
and there was a more optimistic 
feeling regarding the prospects for 
business during the early weeks of 
1926. Occasional sales were reported 
of spot oil in cooperage at from 11%c. 
to 12c. per pound, and in one promi- 
nent late in the week there were of- 
ferings at 12c. per pound delivered. 
Quotations on spot oil in tanks ranged 
from lle. to 11%c. per pound.

Gasoline Easy—Other Refined Products Holding

With the exception of gasoline, the 
market for petroleum and refined prod- 
ucts appeared to be working onto 
firmer ground last week, and the trend 
Was again up. Nervousness on the part 
of the industry regarding the heavy 
storage holdings of gasoline, together 
with seasonal slackness in both export 
and domestic demand, contributed to 
the easy tone which ruled the market 
for that product. 


Crude oil output for the week ended 
December 26 again showed a drop, 
practically all fields falling off slightly. 
Production of crude by domestic fields 
during 1925 exceeded the 1924 output 
by more than 40,000,000 barrels, accord- 


ing to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter 
estimates; this despite the fact that 
an estimated total of 65,000 barrels 


daily output in California has remained 
shut-in.

Crude Oil 


A strong market was again in evi- 
dence last week, and it appeared prob- 
able that further price advances would: 
be seen in the East and in the Midcon- 
tinent fields, 


Pennsylvania producers have been 
withholding their crude in anticipation 
of an early increase in price, and the 
situation last week had become so 
serious that the pipe line companies 
were .threatening an embargo on all 
shipments of oil until some of the 
storage stocks have been disposed of. 
Storage facilities were being taxed to 
the utmost to take care of all of the 
oil being withheld from the market, 
they declared. 

Domestic crude output for the week 
ended December 26, totaling 2,002,150 
barrels, was the smallest since last 
April, and was 344,850 barrels, or 14.6 
percent under the peak for the year, 
attained during the week ended May 
30, last. The closing fortnight of the 
year ‘generally marks a falling-off in 
production, due to curtailed operations 
in the field. Reports in market circles 
indicated that daily production was ex- 
pected to go below the 2,000,000 bar- 
rel mark before the close of the winter 
season, but it was likewise recalled that 
there is sufficient shut-in production 
in California to make for a material 
increase in output if the need arises. 

Refiners in the Midcontinent territory 
were still paying premiums for prompt 
delivery crude, and considerable oil 
was reported going into storage, with 
the operators anticipating the posting 
of a higher schedule early in 1926. 
Production in the Southwest appeared 
to be well under control, although an 
extensive drilling program is in prog- 
ress in many sections of the field, in- 
cluding several areas where promising 
showings have been made during the 
past few months.

soft at the refineries. Export quota- 
tions were lowered 4c. per gallon dur- 
ing the week, with but a moderate 
amount of business reported. Refiners 
were making an effort to hold the mar- 
ket, but slack demand, coupled with 
fairly liberal offerings in some parts of 
the field, depressed the market. [x- 
pectation of an early advance in Mid- 
continent crude has been a factor in 
aiding to hold the market, however. 

Kerosene was again higher under ac- 
tive buying, and the same was true of 
gas oil. Fuel oil softened a little at the 
refineries late in the week. The market 
for lubricating oils contniued steady to 
strong. 

According to the Department of 
Commerce, total exports of refined pe- 
troleum products during November to- 
taled 345,822,553 gallons, valued at $34,- 
404,004, as compared with 312,212,520 
gallons, valued at $29,206,049 in No- 
vember of 1924. Exports for the first 
eleven months of 1925 aggregated 3,- 
550,642,067 gallons, valued at $381,841,- 
443, as compared with 3,598,951,746 gal- 
lons, valued at $360,851,915, in the cor- 
responding period in the preceding 
year. 

Imports of crude and refined oils dur- 
ing November, according to the De- 
partment of Commere, were as follows:

GASOLINE AND NAPHTHAS.—An 
easier undertone had developed in the 
gasoline market locally, reflecting holi- 
day slackness in demand. Prices in 
the export market were quoted 4c. per 
gallon lower on bulk products. The 
tunkwagon market remained held at 
l7c. per gallon, with a retail price of 
19¢c. to 20c. per gallon on the featured 
brands. Independent gasoline was still 
uvailable at retail at 15c. per gallon at 
service stations. The jobbing market 
ut Bayonne remained unchanged at 
l11144c. per gallon. Export navy gasoline 
in cuses remained unchanged at 27.15c. 
per gallon, under a quiet demand. Navy 
gasoline in bulk was \c. per gallon off 
at 11%c. per gallon. export naphtha 
was also 4c. lower, at the following 
prices: —61-63 degrees, 14c. per gallon: 
64-66 degrees, 15%c. per gallon; 66-68 
degrees, 184c. per gallon, all in bulk, 
The market had also weakened at the 
gulf, with navy quoted at lie. a gallon; 
60-62 degrees, 375-390 endpoint at 13\c. 
per gallon, and 64-66 degrees, 375 end- 
point, at 14%c. per gallon. Prices were 
a little softer at the refineries. Tank- 
Wagon price changes during the week 
were few, the trend being upward, Ex- 
ports of gasoline and naphtha in No- 
vember totaled 118,519,114 gallons, 
valued at $17,198,425, as compared with 
96,424,302 gallons, valued at $12,054,819 
in November, 1924. Exports for the 
first eleven months of 1925 were 1,159,- 
203,777 gallons, valued at $178,996,756, 
as compared with 1,085,643,881 gallons, 
valued at $154,165,296 in the corre- 
sponding period of 1924. 

KEROSENE.—A _— stronger market 
developed on bulk Kerosene for export, 
which was quoted up 4c. per gellon 
for the week. Standard white for ex- 
port, bulk, was quoted at 7%c. per 
gallon with water white held at 9c. per 
gallon. Cased kerosene held unchanged 
at 7.90c. per gallon for standard white, 
and 19.40c. per gallon for water white. 
The jobbing market for water white 
at Bayonne remained unchanged at 8%c. 
per gallon, with a good demand re- 
ported. Tankwagon kerosene demand 
was also holding up well, marketers 
continuing to quote 15c, per gallon. 
Kerosene at the gulf was meeting with 
a well sustained demand, and the mar- 
ket was stronger with prime white in 
bulk held at 7e. per gallon and water 
white at 8tc. per gallon. Exports of 
kerosene during November totaled 78,- 
383,338 gallons, valued at $6,582,334, as 
compared with 67,248,929 gallons, 
valued at $6,782,749 in October. Exports 
for the first eleven months of 1925 ag- 
gregated 801,381,550 gallons, valued at 
$75,849,898, as compared with 830,403,- 
234 gallons, valued at $81,131,509 in the 
corresponding period in 1924. 

KUEL AND GAS OILS.—Demand for 
gas oil in the local market was brisk 
throughout the week, and the market 
was advanced %c. a gallon. Refiners 
were offering at 5%c. per gallon for 28 
degrees gravity or better, in bulk, f.o.b. 
Bayonne refineries. Fuel oil was also 
moving out in a large way, both on 
spot and against contracts, the market 
being held at $1.65 per barrel, in bulk, 
f.o.b. New York and New Jersey refin- 
ery terminal points. Diesel oil volume 
was holding up well, the market hold- 
ing steady at $2.10 per barrel, bulk, 
f.0.b. Bayonne. Increased activity in 
coastal shipping has made for a more 
active movement of bunker fuel oil 
during the nast few months. Although 
it appeared probable last week that 
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Nitrate of Soda and Acid Phosphate Advanced 


—Export Ammonia Sulphate Higher 
—Other Materials Steady 


The price trend in the fertilizer 
materials trade was again upward last 
week, and the market goes into the 
new year in steady to firm position 
on most lines. Trading last week was 
not active, but this had been expected 
as a result of the holiday slackness 
and the close approach of inventory, 
and the trade continued in an opti- 
mistic mood regarding the outlook 
for 1926. 

Resale ammonia sulphate was re- 
ported to be pretty well cleaned up 
locally last week, and the market was 
again under the control of the pro- 
ducers, who were quoting 5c. per 100 
pounds over the prices which had been 
in effect on the resale material. There 
was a fair call for sulphate of am- 
monia for export, with comparatively 
little offering. 

Nitrate of soda prices were ad- 
vanced 4c, per 100 pounds and the 
market continued in the hands of the 
Importers, with little resale nitrate 
offering. The importers this season 
have been successful in maintaining 
their market in the face of a general 
lack of confidence in the situation by 
buy ers. This feeling was reflected by 
light buying during the early part of 
the fertilizer year, many buyers feeling 
that by waiting until later on in the 
season they would be able to buy to 
better advantage than during “the 
earlier months. This belief was based 
upon the sharp break which the mar- 
ket experienced last year, and the be- 
lief that market conditions in Europe 
might again become such that Euro- 
pean holders would turn to the United 
States to dispose of surplus nitrate. 
Thus far, this situation has not de- 
veloped, despite the sharp break in 
French exchange recently and the 
consequent slump in French buying of 
Chilean nitrate. As a result of the 
Strength which has predominated in 
the market thus far, many buyers were 
reported to have decided to abandon 
their waiting attitude, and importers 
were of the belief that a heavy move- 
ment would be seen during the first 
quarter of the year, 

Run of pile acid phosphate was ad- 
vanced by Baltimore producers on 
January 1. This advance had been 
scheduled for some time past, and is 
to be followed by another increase on 
March 1. The market is in strong 
position, reflecting recent advances in 
the price of Florida phosphate rock 
and the uncertainty which exists re- 
garding a steady supply of this ma- 
terial, owing to the serious labor and 
railroad conditions now prevailing in 
Florida, 

Trade sentiment generally inclines 
to the belief that 1926 will be a good 
year for the fertilizer industry. The 
outlook is good in practically all sec- 
tions of the country with the exception 
of the tobacco growing district in 
Connecticut. Here, the heavy carry- 
over from the crops of the preceding 
two years has attained such pro- 
portions that considerable acreage is 
being temporarily abandoned by the 
frowers. Reports from the South in- 
dicate that a good season is in sight 
for the cotton growers and they are 
expected to buy high test fertilizers in 
larger quantities than ever’ before. 
The Pacific Coast is attracting more 
attention as a market for fertilizer 
materials, and here too the outlook 
is good, with the farmers generally in 
prosperous condition. 

Southern buyers have not been ac- 
tive in the markets during the past 
two weeks, this being due both to a 
desire to keep stocks as small as pos- 
sible until after inventories are com- 
pleted, and to avoid the accumulation 
of large stocks at the start of the year, 
When some of the States impose a tax 
on merchandise on storage within the 
State.

NITRATE OF SODA.— An advance 
of 4c. per 100 pounds in the spot price 
for soda nitrate became effective 
January 1. There was a fair demand 
during the early part of last week, 
buyers taking stocks at the December 
price schedule, but towards the latter 
part of the week demand eased off. 
The trade generally looks for a rather 
quiet market during the first half of 
January, with a material increase in 
buying after the middle of the month. 
Buyers in many instances have de- 
ferred covering on their spring require- 
ments longer than usual this season, 
and because of this the importers are 
looking for a brisk spring business. 
Quotations ruling last week were as 
follows:—Spot, $2.67 to $2.68 per 100 
pounds; February, $2.69 to $2.70 per 
100 pounds; March-April-May, $2.70 
to $2.71 per 100 pounds, all in bags. 

LONDON, Dec. 18.—The close approach of 
the holidays has had a quieting effect upon 
the nitrate of soda market situation, and buy- 
ing is rather small, The tone of the market 
is a little firmer, and dealers look for a 
better market early in January. The market 
for prompt is nominally quoted at £12 10s. 
per ton, but very, little is being done in the 
spot market at the present. Reported heavy 
buying by United States importers and the 
strength obtaining in Chile are two strength- 
ening factors in the London situation. 

SULPHATE OF AMMONIA. — A 
stronger tone was reported in export 
sulphate, following the clean-up of re- 
sale offerings at $2.85 per 100 pounds. 
Leading sellers were reported holding 
the market at $2.90 per 100 pounds at 
the close of the week, although this 
figure was more or less nominal, with 
limited offerings. Domestic demand was 
holding up well, with the bulk of the 
week’s business consisting of shipments 
on contracts previously booked. No 
price change has_ been made on the 
imported synthetic material, which 
continues to offer at the prices named 
at the start of the current fertilizer 
year. Quotations ruling in the market 
last week were as follows:—Delivered 
Southern markets, bulk, $2.95 per 100 
pounds; delivered Northern markets, 
$3 per 100 pounds in bulk; export, in 
double bags, $2.90, nominal, f.a.s. New 
York. Imported synthetic sulphate of 
ammonia was quoted as follows:—Bulk, 
minimum 500 tons, $2.85 to $2.90 per 
100 pounds; single bags, $2.95 to $3 per 
100 pounds, landed Atlantic ports. 

Japanese imports of sulphate of am- 
monia to arrive during November and 
December, 1925, have been estimated 
at about 90,000 tons, of which 70,000 
tons will be of German origin and 20,- 
000 tons of United States and British 
origin. This estimate is 20,000 tons 
more than imports during a like period 
in 1924, the increase being attributed 
to the comparative cheapness of foreign 
supplies during the first half of this 
year, which led to,ajgreat amount of 
speculative buying)/ | 

It is understood that three leading 
Japanese importers have come to an 
arrangement whereby the importation 
of German sulphate of ammonia will 
be undertaken on their joint account, 
thereby eliminating a certain amount 
of competition among themselves. 

LONDON, Dec. 18.—Export demand for am- 
monia sulphate has fallen away somewhat, 
November shipments totaling. 14,929 tons, as 
compared with 26,382 tons in October and 
26,188 tons in November, 1924. Smaller pur- 
chases by Japan, Spain and Italy accounted in 
large measure for the drop. Buying by the 
home trade has been showing seasonal quiet. 
The producers are quoting the following 
prices:—December, £12 13s.; January, £12 15s.; 
February, £12 1&s.; March-April-May, £13 |s., 
all per ton for neutral quality, 21.1 percent, 
delivered buyers’ nearest station in lots of 
four tons or over, 

FISH SCRAP.—Comparatively little 
buying interest was keing shown in 
fish scrap during the week, and the 
market was in quiet position. Holders 
were not inclined to force the situation 
at the expense of prices, and the mar- 
ket remained quotably unchanged, as 
follows:—Dried, 11 percent ammonia 
and 15 percent bone phosphate, f.o.b. 
fish factory, in bulk, $4-25 and 10c, per 
unit; ground, 11 and 12 percent am- 
monia, 15 percent bone phosphate, 
f.o.b. Baltimore, in bulk, $4.75 and 10c. 
per unit; wet, acidulated, 6 percent 
ammonia, 3 percent phosphoric acid, 
f.o.b. factory, in bulk, $4 and 50c. per 
unit.

Competition— Better 


Demand for Alcohol but Improvement in 
Prices Fails to Come 


A short week and the natural cur- 
tailment of demand incident to the 
year-end kept the market for drugs 
and fine chemicals very quiet. Prices 
failed to develop definite trend; the 
changes were few in number and came 
rarely in articles of first importance. 
For the most part values were firm and 
the absence of extensive competiton 
gave support to the prevailng views on 
prices. 

eae was easier on the spot 
last week, due mainly to an accumula- 
tion of stocks from recent arrivals. 
While a fair portion of the metal 
reaching here was delivered against 
contracts, a surplus remained that cre- 
ated further depression in spot prices. 
The mercurial group remained firm. 
Prices failed to reflect the lower levels 
for metals. Bismuth salts were firm 
despite the absence of more than 
routine request. The strongly main- 
tained price for metal in London gave 
to the spot prices for salts a well sup- 
ported position and strong undertone. 

Agar agar declined slightly. The re- 
ductions took place here and also in 
Japan. However, the import cost re- 
mains above the spot price, but lack 
of. demand for forwards is not sup- 
porting the recent rise in the primary 
market. Milk powder was slightly lower 
and more competitve, due to accumu- 
lated stocks. Sugar oloring was also 
in competitve position and lower prices 
on spot were said to be subject to shad- 
ing on firm orders. 

Thymol held a strong position abroad 
and was firm on the spot, due to the 
high cost of further supplies. Venice 
turpentine was in low supply and only 
the fact that demand was conservative 
prevented prices from reacting upward. 

Santonine was firm and in wider re- 
quest at the much more _ favorable 
prices named recently by the world 
agents for the Russian monopoly. A 
new schedule was also announced for 
santonica seed. Bromides were steadier 
at the recent decline for imported 
goods, but the call was light. Menthol 
continued competitive in all positions, 
though Japan seemed to resist more 
effectively the downward trend in re- 
placement costs. 

Alcohol underwent some improve- 
ment, but the presence of surplus sup- 
plies continued to hold prices far 
under the official schedule of some 
prominent distillers. Cold weather pre- 
vailed in most sections of the country 
and increased the call for C. D. No. 5. 
Toward the end of the week the 
weather .moderated considerably in 
eastern’ territory. Quotations were 
without further decline and were less 
subject to shading. Demand for C. D. 
No. 6 was larger and broader, being 
due largely to the fact that this for- 
mula will be banned by the government 
next February.

AGAR AGAR. — Slight recession in 
the cost of replacement parcels from 
Japan has been noted. Also, the recent 
rise there failed to induce material im- 
provement in consuming demand here. 
ea on No. 1 returned to $1.30 
to $1.32 per pound, though the import 
costs on that grade tended to make the 
price attractive for spot goods. 

ALOIN.—Raw material proved to be 
very steady at the end of the year. At 
no time have prices weakened suf- 
ficiently to affect materially the pro- 
duction cost of aloin. The latter was 
firm at 85c. to $1.10 per pound with 
demand rather light in the final week of 
the year. 

ANTIPYRENE. Prices were hard 
to $1.68 to $1.78 per pound, there be- 
ing no disposition to go under the in- 
side figure despite the tendency to 
compete for business of large size. 
Most requirements were small last 
week, and hence competition was not 
so much to the fore. 

BAY RUM.—Quotations he!d at 85c. 
to 90c. per gallon and though competi- 
tion was quite keen, the movement 
into consumption at the inside figure 
was said to be satisfactory in volume 
and relieving the market of any tend- 
ency toward accumulation of unsold 
merchandise. Replacement costs were 
very firm. 

BISMUTH. — Routine 
prevailed, demands having been re- 
duced to absolute necessities in view 
of the season ‘of the vear when there 
is no tendency to purchase against 
requirements in the more distant fu- 
ture. Prices were firm, reflecting the 
position of metal in foreign markets. 
Quotations now stand as follows:— 
Citrate, $3.50 to $3.55; glycerite, 80c. 
to 85e.; hydroxite, $4 to $4.05; metal, 
$3.52; nitrate, $2.35 to $2.40; oxide,

CODLIVER OIL.—Replacement was 
still cabled at $35 per barrel, but im- 
porters declared that they were able to 
obtain but a few orders for forward 
positon oil. Locally, some gain in de- 
mand has been experienced and prices 
seemed to be steadier at $38.0 to $41 
per barrel, prevailng according to 
brand. The foreign market has shown 
resistance to attempts calculated to 
break down the replacement prices 
asked recently. 

CORN SYRUP.—Though competiton 
for business was very keen, prices held 
without change and some believed that 
a firmer position was developing. 
Prices remained at $3.11 to $3.36 per 100 
pounds for 42-degree and at $3.06 to 
$3.31 per 100 pounds for 43-degree 
syrups. 

CREAM OF TARTAR. — Undercur- 
rents were fairly active last week and 
at the close of the year prices appeared 
to be quite steady and relieved from 
the influence of unusual competiton. 
Quotations named by the domestic 
makers were 22c. to 22%4c., while for 
imported merchandise 21c. to 21%c. per 
pound was done. 

CREOSOTE.—Call for this commod- 
ity showed seasonal improvement. 
New business was quite brisk last 
week and deliveries against outstand- 
ing obligations were promptly ac- 
cepted. Prices were steady at 40c. per 
pound for U.S.P. and $1.70 to $1.95 per 
pound for carbonate. 

ETHER.—Requirements were within 
the conservative lines often featuring 
business in the closing days of the 
year. However, the market was free 
from exceptional competition and in 
most instances full prices were paid 
by consumers. Sellers were firm in 
their views concerning the _ future. 
Quotations were as _ follows:—U.S.P. 
anesthesia, 18c. to 19c.; concentrated, 
15c. to 16c.; U.S.P., 1880, 44c. to 45c.; 
washed, 36c. to 37c.; engine, 24c. to 
30c. per pound. 

FORMALDEHYDE.—New undertak- 
ings were conservative in volume, but 
there was an excellent demand for 
merchandise due on contracts. Stocks 
in excess of contract requirements were 
light and not sufficient to temper the 
very firm spot position of the article. 
Quotations covering car lot quantites 
were 9c. per pound; for less than car 
lot amounts, 9%4c. to 9%c. per pound 
was the market. 

GLYCERIN.—The market lacked fur- 
ther development, but ended the year 
in firm position. Offerings of chemi- 
cally pure were light and prompt deliv- 
eries were not readily obtainable. 
Dynamite was in firm hands, though 
there was less call for the article than 
recently. Crude was firm, but buyers 
were more or less aloof from the mar- 
ket, awaiting further unfolding of the 
situation before placing important 
business. Prices were as _ follows:— 
C.P., 25c. to 30c.; dynamite, 25c. to 
26c.; soaplye, 16c. to 16%c.; saponifica- 
tion, 17%c. to 18c. per pound. 

CHICAGO, Dec. 30.—The demand for glycerin 
for use in auto radiators to prevent freezing 
is estimated by producers to have already 
consumed 12,000,000 pounds of glycerin out of 
a total annual production estimated at 100,- 
000,000 pounds. This new use has materially 
changed conditions with several prominent 
sources of supply who now state that they 
are out of the market for dynamite glycerin. 
The supply of C. P. is also stated to have 
been materially reduced and the present stock 
is small. Buyers are not placing orders ex- 
cept for immediate necessities as they figure 
that the new demand will cease with the 
early spring or late winter. The present mar- 
ket is to a great extent a nominal one and 
while some supplies of dynamite glycerin are 
available the holders are not offering but 
trying to get the best price possible from 
buyers. Dynamite glycerin is quoted nominally 


at 26c. asked but something less than this 
might be accepted on immediate bids. 


least one producer has intimated that he 
would consider favorably a bid of 25c. for 
delivery early in January. C. P. drums ex- 
cluded is held at 26%c. and 27%c. and drum 
lots are quoted at 2S8c. Crude is held at léc. 
loose and saponification at 17%c. drums ex- 
cluded. 

GLYCEROPHOSPHATES. — Prices 
held unchanged. Neither was there 
alteration in the consuming require- 
ments reaching the spot; for the most 
part the quantities taken were rou- 
tine and covered prompt needs. Quo- 
tations were as_ follows:—Calcium, 
$1.40 to $1.55; soda crystals, $1.40 to 
$1.55; soda solution, U.S.P., $1.05 to 
$1.20; manganese, $2.90 to $3.10; potash 
solution, 5 percent, $1.35 to $1.50 per 
pound. 

HYPOPHOSPHITES. — Ammonium 
was in quiet request, small amounts 
being the usual order. Calcium moved 
in slightly larger quantities and 
seemed to be easily maintained owing 
to absence of competition. Potash and 
soda were in routine request. Quo- 
tations were as follows:—Ammonium, 
$1.10 to $1.20; calcium., 60c. to 65c.; 
iron, $1.50 to $1.60; magnesium, $1.05 
to $1.15; potash, 80c. to 85c.; soda, 
70c. to 75c. per pound. 

IODIDES.—Potash sold 
less freely throughout the past week 
without the element of competition 
being present. Most sellers were firm 
in their price views. Thymol iodide 
tended stronger, due principally to the 
improvement in thymol at the princi- 
pal source of supply. Sodium was in 
fair request and was not in excessive 
supply. The whole group was firm, 
with production costs holding up be- 
cause of firmness in raw materials. 
Quotations were noted on the follow-

However, 
on the basis of demand and the cost 
of replacement supplies, the situation 
on spot underwent no improvement, 
and, in fact, declined. Quotations on 
natural were $7 to $7.25 per pound, 
while for synthetic the same figure 
prevailed. Also, producers of the 
synthetic article indicated further 
that thev were meeting the price 
competition offered by the natural 
product. 

MERCURIALS.—Calomel was in 
good request last week, considering 
the period of the year and the natural 
inclination to reduce purchases as 
much_.as possible. Corrosive’ subli- 
mate was also in fair demand, but the 
movement was slightly sluggish. Red 
and white precipitate was in steady 
request throughout the period and 
sales volume was somewhat ahead of 
that in the previous period, according 
to some. Blue mass and ointment 
held their own, but the inflow of or- 
ders was moderate. Raw material 
was quiet. Quotations were noted 
as follows:—Calomel, $1.45; corrosive 
sublimate, $1.16 to $1.31; bisulphate, 
$1.14: oxide, black, unchanged at $2.75 
to $2.80; yellow, $2: red precipitate, 
$1.56 to $1.66; white precipitate, $1.67 
to $1.72: blue mass, 74c.; mercury and 
chalk, 74c.; ointment, one-third, 77c.; 
one-half, 99c.; 30 percent, 74c.; citrine 
ointment, 52c. per pound. 

METHANOL. — Statistics covering 
crude methanol for the month of No- 
vember are as follows:—Production 
gained 11,097 gallons over those in Oc- 
tober shipments which were 50,784 gal- 
lons less. Stocks at the end of the 
month were 90,996 gallons. These 
figures were derived from data re- 
ceived from the Department of Com- 
merce. Data concerning the activities 
of refiners is also available. The re- 
finers purchased 597,836 gallons of 
erude methanol in November, pur- 
chases being 84,149 gallons less than 
in October. They consumed 809,507 
gallons, being 96,445 gallons less than 
in October. Stocks at the end of 
November were 856,751 gallons, a drop 
of 207,614 gallons from the stocks in 
hand at the end of October. During 
November the refiners produced 655,- 
541 gallons of refined methanol, or 
16,261 gallons less than in October. 
Stocks of refined at the end of the 
month totaled 495,492 gallons, show- 
ing a decrease of 20,425 gallons from 
the October carryover. Quotations 
were as follows:—95 percent, drums, 
58c. to 62c.; barrels, 64c. to 68c.; 
tanks, 55c.: 97 percent, drums, 60c. 
to 64c.; barrels, 66c. to 70c.; tanks, 
57c.; purified, drums, 68c. to 72c.; bar- 
rels, 74c. to 78c.; tanks, 65c. to 70c.

QUICKSILVER.—As only jobbing 
orders were in the market last week, 
it was hard to set prices; quantity 
business was in abeyance.

Imports recently totaled 
1,850 flasks, a considerable quantity 
of which moved to buyers on con- 
tracts, but there was also a fair quan- 
tity remaining unsold.

Wheeler Wins 


[Indictment Against Montana 
Senator Found Defective 


WASHINGTON, 

The demurrer of Senator Wheeler, Gor- 
don Campbell and Edwin S. Booth of 
Montana to indictments charging them 
with conspiracy to defraud the govern- 
ment by obtaining oil and gas prospecting 
permits to large areas of land under the 
leasing law, has been sustained by Judge 
Jennings Bailey of the District of Co- 
lumbia Supreme Court. The government 
can appeal from this decision to the local 
court of appeals, but its course is not 
certain in the absence from the city of 
William E, Leahy, special attorney for 
the Department of Justice in this case. 

The court's decision was based 
point made by Senator Walsh and 
counsel for the defendants, that the leas- 
ing law did not limit the number of per- 
mits that may be obtained in continental 
United States by anybody, nor did it re- 
strict the transfer of such permits. There 
is a limitation in Alaska. The Secretary 
of the Interior assumed to limit by regu- 
lation the number of permits in the States 
that may be obtained by one person, but 
the court held that the regulation went 
beyond the law. The regulation was ap- 
parently based on the fact that there are 
limits in the law on the number of leases 
that may be held by one person and upon 
the fact that every permit may eventually 
ripen into a lease. The court did not 
think it necessary to go into other points 
for defendants, alleging the indictment to 
be invalid and that Senator Wheeler 
would be placed in double jeopardy if tried 
here. 

Senator Wheeler is jubilant because he 
says the decision means that he has been 
exonerated three times of charges in- 
volving alleged irregularities under the 
leasing law. One of these was by a Sen- 
ate committee that investigated the charge 
that the Senator practiced before the In- 
terior Department in seeking permits for 
Mr. Campbell. The second was when he 
Was acquitted on trial on Montana under 
an indictment charging that he used his 
Senatorial influence to obtain permits

Cuba Clarifies Ruling on 
Imports of Oil Products 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 31, 1925. 

The Cuban Secretary of Finance has 
published a ruling clarifying the appli- 
cation of the requirement that petroleum 
products imported into Cuba must be ac- 
companied by a statement in the consular 
invoice indicating the gasoline content, 
according to the United States Depart- 
ment of Commerce. 

By this ruling the statement in question 
is required in the case of crude petroleum 
and its derivatives which contain gaso- 
line. It is not required, however, for 
pure gasoline nor for lubricating oils fuel 
oils, or crude fuels which are commonly 
known not to contain gasoline, or to con- 
tain so little that it does not volatilize 
at ordinary distillation temperatures. 

The statement required is a swern 
statement on the consular invoice indi- 
cating the gasoline content of the products 
shipped,

Sales Volume Drops as 


Inventory Gets Well 


Underway—Scarcity Noted in Many 
Items—Competition Less 


With inventory period in full swing, 
the past week in the market for bo- 
tanical crude drugs proved to be a 
very quiet affair so far as buying and 
selling was concerned. Almost with- 
out exception purchases were reduced 
to jobbing volume, takings being re- 
stricted to transactions that could no 
longer be held in abeyance. Prices 
were steady in the list as a whole. 
Advances were more numerous than 
during the two preceding weeks and 
they almost balanced the declines-— 
though the latter had a slight edge. 

Though the declines were in the 
majority, strong items received the 
most attention last week and con- 
stituted not only a feature in the 
movement of values but also in the 
volume of trade. In most instances the 
advances were attributed to the re- 
duction in spot stocks in the presence 
of well sustained buying interest for 
the materials that developed scarcity. 

One movement of importance was an 
advance in aconite leaves as the re- 
sult of reduced competition in local 
circles. Cheaper stocks have been re- 
moved from the spot market, leaving 
the price situation in control of strong 
holders. Deer tongue. was also prom- 
inent by reason of a further rise and 
also because of the expansion in price 
range, representing the stronger ideas 
held in certain quarters. Stocks were 
very narrow. Colocynth pulp of stan- 
dard quality was also higher and com- 
petition was almost nil at the ad- 
vance. Though the call was not large, 
the higher levels were supported by 
lack of more than moderate 
stocks.

request. Business in powder increased, 
causing higher prices in that article 
as well as a rise in the cost of grind- 
ing bark.

Grains of paradise were in 
hands and a slight advance in prices 
accompanied the jobbing demands en- 
countered last week. Domestic canna- 
bis, guaranteed to be U.S.P., was no 
longer obtainable at former prices due 
to elimination of a stock that recently 
offered rather sharp competition when- 
ever orders appeared. Linden flowers 
without leaves were in firmer position 
at a slight rise, though demand was 
light. Stillingia root was also held 
more closely and competition was 
abandoned when prices were moved 
up fractionally, 

The above covered the developments 
indicative of strength in the market 
and advances in prices. On the side 
of competition, there was a fairly 
active reduction in some seed and 
spice prices. This was due in the 
main to the reduced interest of con- 
sumers and the intention of some hold-

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Peppermint and Spearmint Drop Further While 
Buyers Hold Aloof—Production of 
Citrous Oils May Expand 


Though transactions in the essential 

oil market last week failed to run 
into important volume, prices through- 
out the list displayed firmness and re- 
sistence to competitive influences. 
Changes were few and for the most 
part were downward. 
Something of a feature was made of 
the presumnbly easier situation in pep- 
permint and spearmint oils. However, 
the lower prices were likely to be 
slightly misleading, according to the 
local trade. They have been occa- 
sioned by the almost total disappear- 
ance of demand over the year-end and 
a desire for money on the part of some 
holders. The opinion of conservative 
and reliable spot factors was that the 
situation for the future hung on de- 
mand alone. Stocks are believed to be 
very small and recurrence of sustained 
trading, even in small quatities, would 
do much to return quotations to recent 
levels. 

Other American oils held steady with 
undertones tending toward firmness. 
Wormseed was prominent in this re- 
spect. Lacking demand, prices re- 
mained unchanged and the inside quo- 
tation was lower than many would ac- 
cept. It was intimated that known 
needs for domestic and foreign con- 
sumption assured to this article a firm 
position for the future and probably 
higher price levels. Wormseed tended 
upward and not all sellers were meet- 
ing lowest prices. Confidence in the 
article was based on the very small 
stocks available. Tansy and erigeron 
were firm, but demand was limited and 
prices were without the necessary in- 
fluence to continue the upward trend 
in values, 

News concerning the citrous oils was 
somewhat favorable to buyers. Accord- 
ing to the latest advices from Italy, the 
Sicilian storms that damaged the cit- 
rous groves and tended to strengthen 
the market there are more than likely 
to be the cause of a rather larger pro- 
duction of oil than has been usual of 
late. This is believed to be possible 
by reason of the necessity of the Ital- 
ian producers to work up promptly all 
the fruit that had been damaged—this 
stock having been intended for export 
as edible fruits. 

China oils were more or less firm, 
though there was no change in the re- 
placement market and very light trad- 
ing on the spot.

Year Closes with Market in Firm Position and 
Prospects for Coming One Good—Heavy 


. Demand for Soda 


There was very little that was new 
turned up in the market for industrial 
chemicals during the last week of the 
year. For the most part trading was 
along very quiet lines, particularly as 
concerned the spot market. The deal- 
ers did practically nothing in their list 
during the week. Contract withdraw- 
als in soda ash and caustic and in 
bleaching powder and liquid chlorine 
were apparently well maintained. 
There had been a smaller decrease in 
the volume of shipments in these ma- 
terials during December than had been 
expected. The volume for that month 
compared favorably with those of the 
previous two or three. 


An excellent volume of contract 
business is on the manufacturer’s 
books for soda products and for 


bleaching powder. It was thought un- 
likely that sales of the sodas this year 


would be in excess of those for 1925, 
although as good a year is expected. 
Business had not been so good since 


1920 as it was during 1925. This level 
of attainment is expected to be main- 
tained, but factors were at loss to see 


how it could very well be exceeded, 
considering present conditions in the 
chief manufacturing industries. The 
law of supply and demand has to be 
followed if any success is to be hoped 
for. 


The upward trend to prices of anti- 
mony and its derivatives has not been 
checked and advices from the Chinese 
market have not been at all encour- 
aging. It seemed likely that shipments 
of the metal from the interior of China 
to the ports would be delayed and un- 
certain for some time yet. Stocks 
have been just about exhausted here- 
abouts and supplies were extremely 
limited. Prices have not been so high 
for years. The oxide and the needle 
powdered, of course, followed the 
trend of metal. 

Somewhat more firmness has been 
discernible in nitrite of soda. Trading 
was not particularly brisk during the 
week, but stocks were not heavy and 
were well held. Sodium fluoride also, 
while in small demand, has held quite 
steady. The market has been slow for 
some weeks, but stocks were not large 
and replacement costs were such as to 
make sellers here hold to steady levels. 
The distributors of foreign cyanide of 
soda claimed their business in this 
material excellent. Domestic producer 
also has been able to do an extensive 
forward business and was well sold up 
for the next few months. 

Somewhat lower prices on soda caus- 
tic have been transpiring the past few 
weeks. While contracts were generally 
at quoted levels, there have been in- 
stances where a good deal better was 
done, and on some government con- 
tracts quite cheap prices were noted.

ALUM.—Only a routine movement of 
‘the ammonia grades was observed dur- 
ing the week. Trading was reduced to 
the minimum and there was nothing 
new in the way of prices. Contract 
business for next year has been taken 
‘on in the usual volume apparently and 
it was expected that during the com- 
‘ing weeks the movement of supplies 
into consumption would proceed along 
usual seasonal lines. The lump was 
‘quoted at $3.50 to $3.60 per 100 pounds, 
‘the ground at $3.65 to $3.75 and the 
powdered at $3.85 to $3.95. Potash 
grades have been steady enough in

price, and, as stocks were not excessive 
locally, seemed likely to continue so. 
There was no indication that any lower 
shipment prices could be expected on 
fereign material. The consumption of 
the potash grades of late has been quite 
good. Quotations were 2%c. to 3\4c. 
per pound for lump, 314c. to 4c. for the 
ground, and 4c. to 4%c. for the pow- 
dered. Chrome grades were without 
much change. Trading has been quiet 
and the markets disclosed little that 
was new. Prices on both potash and 
ammonia grades were 5%&c. to 5% c. per 
pound, depending on quantity. 
ALUMINUM HYDRATE.—Imported 


light material was to be had on spot 
in pretty good volume, and the sellers 


do not appear to have been finding as 
much of a market for it as they were. 
The tone has been easier, if anything, 
although prices have not changed 
quotably. The range was 16%c. to 17c. 
per pound. Domestic material appeared 
to be going along quite steadily at the 
outside price, and factors have found 
competition from the imported 
troubling them little. 
ALUMINUM SULPHATE. —It 
probable that the market would 
tinue along steady lines into the 
year, as the producers have taken 
forward business at current levels

some cases, although reports that some 
concessions had been made on these 
forward transactions were also cur- 
rent. However, stocks did not appear 
overly large, demand from usual con- 
suming trades has been about normal, 
and there was every indication of a 


continuation of demand along gratify- 
ing lines for the producers. Quotations 
were $1.40 to $1.45 per 100 pounds for 
the commercial in bags in car lots at 
the works, and $2 to $2.05 for the iron 
free. Such imported material as has 
been offered in the local market in re- 
cent weeks does not appear to have had 
any effect on volume of movement of 
domestic. 

AMMONTA, AQUA.—The market has 
ceased to be the center of so much in- 
terest and was steady during the week. 
Production for the year was pretty well 
sold ahead, due to the low prices which 
have been quoted on the 26-degree, and 
the factors were not disposed to cut 
the prices any more. Quotations have 
been 8c. to 4c. per pound on this 
grade for several weeks now in this 
district. 

AMMONIA, CARBONATE.—T here 
has been less demand for this chemical 
than is usually the case at this time of 
the year. Sales of the imported mate- 
rial have fallen short of expectations 
and did not compare with what was 
done a year ago. Stocks were in pretty 
zood volume, as there have been recent 
importations, and principal distribu- 
tors were carrying the usual quantities. 
Quotations were llc. to 12%c. per 
pound, depending on the quantity and 
the grade. 

AMMONIA, FLUORIDE.—There was 
little change in the conditions. The 
domestic production was already well 
taken up for the year and the factors 
unable to offer in very large quantities 
for prompt. The price was 23c. per 
pound, a figure which has been quoted 
for a good many months. Imported has 
been available occasionally, but dealers 
have not offered as much as in the old 
days. The price on foreign was also 
23c. per pound, due to the high ship- 
ment prices which have been asked 
since last summer. However, it was 
said that business had occasionally 
been done in imported at less than that 
in this market. The demand has been 
nothing to talk about. 

AMMONIA, NITRATE.—With gener- 
ous stocks on hand and the demand at 
the moment without much snap, the 
prices naturally did not strengthen any, 
but continued along much the same 
lines as before, ranging from 6c. to 
644c. per pound. 

AMMONIAC, SAL.—There was every 
indication that manufacturers would 
do an extremely good business in both 
the gray and the white granular grades 
this year. Forward business has al- 
ready been extremely gratifying, it 
was said, and with such attractive 
prices as have been named, seemed 
likely to gain. Imported material has 
been unsettled, and the uncertainty of 
the future has tended to check further 
importation at this time. Quotations 
on domestic white granular were 6c. 
to 7c. per pound depending on the 
quantity; and on gray, 7c. to 7c. 
Imported white granular has’ been 
quoted at 5¥%c. to 6c. per pound, and 
while some shipments have been re-

at 5c. c.if. it did not appear that 


there was definite enough promise of 
profit in it at this time to encourage 
the dealers to acquire stocks of any 
size. The imported gray has been 6%c. 
to 7c., although there was some indi- 
cation that 6\4c. had actually been done 
on some sales. 

ANTIMONY.—tThe position of metal 
was quite as firm as ever and the 
price was more or less nominal under 
the circumstances as trading has been 
negligible since the market went into 
new high ground a few weeks ago. 
Consumers simply did not feel like 
paying the price ana nave been hold- 
ing back as much as they could. 
Stocks of the metal were quite small 
and there was difficulty in getting 
shipments forward from China. It 
seemed likely that the unsettled con- 
ditions in that country would mitigate 
against future shipments and probably 
interrupt them to an extent which 
would keep the market high in price 
for some time. 

The price was quoted at 23%c. per 
pound. The derivatives have been firm 
in tone in sympathy with the position 
of the metal. Inquiries for the oxide 
have not been overly frequent, and 
trading has lagged. The price was 
19c. to 21c. per pound. Needle pow- 
dered was quoted at 21%c. to 22c., In 
irregular demand and the firmness re- 
flected from the position of metal. 

ARSENIC.—The situation was with- 
out new developments of importance. 
Occasional inquiries for fairly good 
sized lots have reached the market but 
demand has not been maintained, and 
the prices were still low and unsettled. 
Quotations have been 3c. to 4c. per 
pound for the white powdered from 
domestic producers. Imported material 
has generally been under that and fac- 
tors have not had any market for it 
to speak of, in spite of the lower quo- 
tations. Insecticide manufacturers have 
not been in the market for the usual 
quantities due to the poor conditions 
and the meager prospects in calcium 
arsenate for the coming season. The 
red arsenic was in no better demand 
than the white at the moment, and 
prices remained at 12c. to 12%c. per 
pound. 

BARIUM PRODUCTS.—The import- 
ed chloride has been much firmer in 
tone which was due to the attitude 
of the sellers on the other side and 
the establishment of a set shipping 
price. Stocks here have been held at 
firmer levels by the leading dealers, 
and it was thought likely that lower 
levels would not be seen for some time 
to come. Domestic factors claimed 
business for forward delivery in some 
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volume at the prices they were quot- 
ing. The range on the chloride was 
$65 to $66 per ton; while the imported 
has been $60 to $65. The carbonate 
has attracted no attention to speak of 
and was still on the weak side, with 
stocks here that could not be moved 
with any readiness. Quotations on 
imported have been $46 to $48 per 
ton. The domestic has been around 
$54 to $55. 

BLEACHING POWDER.—Little 
change has occurred in conditions in 
this market during the past few weeks. 
Trading has been along good lines for 
the time of the year and the price has 
been extremely well maintained. Quo- 
tations were $2 to $2.40 per 100 pounds 
in large drums at the works, depending 
on the quantity. 

BRIMSTONE. — Contract business 
for this year is on an unusually heavy 
scale and it seemed likely that con- 
sumption would exceed 1925, which 
was one of the remarkable years of 
recent history. The prices were main- 
tained at the recent advances with 
crude at the mines $17 per ton in 
bulk; and $21 per ton ex vessel At- 
lantic port. 

CALCIUM CARBIDE.—The usual 
routine business has been observed in 
this section. The prices varied de- 
pending on quantity and packing, but 
a representative range was $5.50 to 
$6.50 per 100 pounds. The export 
movement has been well maintained 
and foreign shipments continued to 
be made in excellent volume. 


CALCIUM CHLORIDE.—The con- 
tract price for the year is $21 to $27 
per ton in car lots at the works, de- 
pending on the grade. There has al- 
ready been a good deal of forward 
business placed. Imported material 
has not figured to much extent locally 
although there have been shipments 
more or less regularly coming in. 
Quotations on shipments from abroad 
have been $19.50 per ton. 


CARBON, TETRACHLORIDE. 
Steady movement was noted in this 
section and conditions: were approxi- 
mately normal for the time of the 
year. Supplies were not excessive al- 
though there was no doubt that the 
producers had good stocks on hand. 
The price has been steady for some 
time past, with car lots at the works 
6%c. to Te. per pound; and smaller 
quantities from 7%4c. to 8c. 

COPPER, CYANIDE.—Was quoted 
at 50c. to 5le, per pound, and the mar- 
ket has displayed a firmer tone, 
Stocks: were not overly large, but 
were adequate for current require- 
ments apparently. 


COPPERAS.—No 
have occurred in the prices during 
the past week and the market was 
steady enough on the surface. Lead- 
ing producers were well sold ahead 
for the next six months and with pro- 
duction so well taken up there was 
no further incentive to cutting the 
prices. Quotations have been $12 to 
$13 per ton for the prime crystals 
in bulk at the works; $15 to $16 for 
bags; and $17 to $18 for barrels. 

DIPHENYLGUANIDINE. — Quota- 
tions were given at 95c. to 98c. per 
pound, but there was little doubt in 
most minds that prices had been cut 
a good deal under that range on some 
transactions. Down to 85c. has been 
mentioned in connection with some 
business although that price was not 
confirmed. 

GLAUBER’S SALT.—Imported ma- 
terial has not changed any in price 
during the week. The market was still 
a little weak in tone, although prices 
of 75c. to $1 per 100 pounds continued 
to be quoted by the principal sellers. 
The easy feeling was probably due to 
the position of shipments, which have 
been available as low as 70c, c.ivf. 
Domestic was much as before and 
has changed comparatively little since 
last summer. Supplies continued to 
move in usual routine volume at $1.20 
to $1.30 per 100 pounds in barrels at 
works. 

LIME, ACETATE.—The market has 
been quite steady at the advance and 
trading has been along as good lines 
as formerly. The price was now $3.25 
per 100 pounds. The foreign movement 
has been a feature of the market and 
seemed likely to continue so if all in- 
quiries received turned into orders. 

NICKEL SALTS. — With contract 
prices established and a share of next 
year’s business in hand, producers 
were not disturbed by offers of im- 
ported material at lower prices in the 
local market. The quotations on dou- 
ble salts were 10c. per pound, and on 
single, 10144c. Imported material has 
been sold at 9c. and even less on oc- 
casion, it was said. 

METHYL-CHLORIDE. — Does not 
change much from month to month 
and proceeds along pretty well defined 
lines. The price has been 55c. per 
pound for a long time. 

POTASH, CAUSTIC.—Only routine 
trading was to be observed in the local 
market last week. None of the deal- 
ers appeared to be doing much with 
the imported material and buying was 
confined to small routine quantities 
practically entirely. Quotations on the 
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imported 88 to 90 percent grade were 
unchanged at recently prevailing levels 
of 7%c. to 75c. per pound, depending 
on the quantity. Spot stocks were in 
ample volume for all current require- 
ments, although even at that they did 
not appear to be overly heavy. Ship- 
ment prices have not changed in sev- 
eral months, and the syndicate gave 
every indication of continuing the 
present shipment prices well into the 
year, The best on shipments was 
Tic, to 74c. per pound, depending on 
the quantity. Domestic factor contin- 
ued to make sales in excellent volume 
and was maintaining his schedule at 
the former range of 7%&c. to 7%c. per 
pound at the works, depending on the 
quantity. There has been sufficient 
demand to keep his production mov- 
ing just about as soon as ready. 

POTASH, CARBONATE.—The usual 
routine demand was observed. Trad- 
ing was not very lively at best and 
the market was a rather dull affair. 
The prices have undergone no revi- 
sions recently and stocks were in suf- 
ficient volume to meet the require- 
ments of the consumers. The stability 
of the shipment prices has been re- 
flected in the position of the local mar- 
ket. Quotations on the 96 to 98 per- 
cent calcined were 6%c. to 6%c. per 
pound; on 80 to 85 percent calcined, 
6. to 6%c., and on 80 to 85 percent 
hydrated, 5%c. to 6c. 

POTASH, CHLORATE. — Domestic 
was to be had at 8%c. to 9c. per 
pound at the works, depending on 
quantity. It was moving steadily, but 
supplies were to be had without much 
difficulty. Imported material was un- 
changed in price at 8%c. to 8%c. per 
pound, but principal importers ap- 
peared to have sold all they could get 
for shipment until the end of this 
month, so that at the moment stocks 
were limited hereabouts. 

POTASH, PERCHLORATE. — Was 
not being offered on spot nor for ship- 
ment either at the moment and prin- 
cipal dealers had no prices on it. The 
last sales had been made at 10%c. per 
pound. Inquiries have not been nu- 
merous. 

SALTPETER. — Quotations were as 
follows per pound:—Granulated, 6%c. 
to 6%c.; small crystals, 74%c. to 7%c., 
and powdered, 73¢c. to 7%c. The mar- 
ket has been along steady lines and 
movement into consumption was well 
maintained. 

SODA ASH.—Conditions in the 
market for light and dense ash 
changed little during the week.

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tract Withdrawals were excellently 
maintained throughout’ the whole 
month of December and there was but 
a slight decrease in the week’s aver- 
age. Of course, it was inevitable that 
there should be some decrease in the 
movement of supplies into consump- 
tion for the simple reason that manu- 
facturing operations around this time 
of the year invariably slacken. Manu- 
facturers begin to take stock, and 
during this time there is little buying 
of raw materials. However, the 
movement of ash during the month 
has suffered less decrease than in 
other years and prospects for Janu- 
ary deliveries were quite good. Fac- 
tors had most of the year’s business 
on the kooks again, so that it is ex- 
pected there will be a heavy move- 
ment of ash during 1926 as 1925, al- 
though in well-informed quarters it 
was not thought likely that there 
would.be much increase. The prices 
have been maintained for the most 
part, and factors were adhering to 
the schedule consistently and the new 
business which has been coming in. 
The export movement has been less 
a feature, but shipments were still be- 
ing made in good volume abroad and 
the prices were generally pretty firm 
on these foreign sales. Dealers were 
doing little, but have not had re- 
course to shading of prices. The con- 
tract prices on light ash, basis 58 per- 
cent, in car lots at works, are as fol- 
lows per 100 pounds, depending on 
the packing:—In bulk, $1.25; in bags, 
$1.38, and in karrels, $1.63. Spot car 
lots of light ash are 5c. per 100 pounds 
higher, in bulk, $1.30; in bags, $1.42, 
and in barrels, $1.68. The contract 
prices on dense ash, basis 58 percent, 
in car lots at works, are as follows 
per 100 pounds:—In bulk, $1.35; in 
bags, $1.45, and in barrels, $1.69. Spot 
car lots are 5c. per 100 pounds higher, 
in bulk, $1.40; in bags, $1.50, and in 
barrels, $1.74. Dealers quoted only on 
less than ear lots. Their prices were 
for less than ear lots only and on 
light ash in bags were $2.04 to $2.19 
per 100 pounds, and in barrels, $2.29 
to $2.44. On dense ash in bags the 
price was $2.30 to $2.50; and in kar- 
rels, $2.50 to $2.70. 

SODA, BICARBONAT E.—The 
movement here has been well enough 
maintained and factors were express- 
ing satisfaction with conditions. Con- 
tract withdrawals during the month 
were on a broad scale and while there 
has, of course, been some decrease 
from the average of recent months in 
the volume of goods going to the con- 
sumers, this was due to the smailer 
operations which have been carried 07 
in the manufacturing trades. Jind of 
the year dullness was in evidence 
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usually and naturally exerted some 
effect on the buying of the raw ma- 
terials. Contract business for this 
year has been taken on in pretty good 
volume and it was believed that the 
market would be as good as during 
the past year if not better. Contract 
prices on bicarbonate were as follows 
per 100 pounds in car lots at works, 
depending on the packing:—In bags, 
$1.90; in karrels, $2, and in kegs, 
2.25. Dealers have offered on spot 
at former prices of $2.41 per 100 
pounds in barrels, and $2.60 in kegs. 
SODA, CAUSTIC.—While leading 
producers were quoting the former 
schedule of prices on contracts, sales 
in other quarters have been made at 
less, and on some government bids 
quite low prices have been named. In 
one case a quantity of 60,000 pounds 
was required and as low as_ $2.95 
pounds was quoted on the order. It 
did not appear that producers have 
been disposed to take on _ contract 
business for the year at as low a price 
as that, and most of the business done 
during the past month was closed at 
the conventionally quoted level. How- 
ever, it did appear that in some in- 
stances the price has been modified 
in accordance with the _ size of the 
contract. A reason for some of the 
low prices which have been ru- 
mored probably was the easier 
position of the liquid caustic and 
the fact that some export. sales 
of this grade have been made ex- 
tremely cheaply. The outlet for liquid 
has hardly been as good as for the 
solid. Contract withdrawals during 
the week were well maintained, but 
there has been some decrease in the 
volume of shipments this month, a de- 
velopment which was inevitable, in- 
asmuch the manufacturing con- 
sumers invariably curtail operations 
at this period of the year in order to 
take stock. The export movement in 
solid has hardly been so good and a 
lot of competition has developed. 
Some little accumulation of stocks 
was noted in outside hands which has 
resulted in pretty sharp shading of the 
prices on occasion. Sales of 76 per- 
cent solid for export have heen made 
at $2.85 f.a.s. and even at $2.80. The 
spot market was thoroughly routine 
and offered nothing new. Dealers were 
doing little and did not have any larze 
stocks on hand, apparently. They 
held their prices pretty steady. Con- 
tract prices were as follows:—Solid 
caustic, basis 76 percent, in large 
drums, $3.10 per 100 pounds in car 
lots at the works; the flake, $3.50, and 
the ground, $3.50, both on the same 
terms. Spot car lots were 10c. per 
100 pounds higher for all grades, the 
solid $3.20 and flake and ground $3.60. 
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Dealers offered caustic on spot in less 
than car lots and were doing fair 
business. Their prices on less than 
ear lots of solid 76 percent were $3.76 
to $3.91 per 100 pounds, and on flake 
and ground, $4.16 to $4.31. 

SODA, CHLORATE.—Imported ma- 
terial was not figuring much in the 
market during the week, and th? 
gradual elimination of stocks seemed 
likely to put the prices on a more or 
less nominal basis in the near future. 
However, some was. still available 
and the prices were given at 6c. to 
6%c. per pound. Domestic has been 
moving very steadily and factor has 
found a ready outlet for all of pro- 
duction, so that there has been no 
necessity for storing stocks. The 
price at the works was 6c. to 6c. 
per pound, depending on the quantity. 

SODA, CYANIDE.—The demand hés 
been extremely good latterly and 
there has been a broad demand for 
forward shipments. Both domestic 
and imported have been equally in 
demand. Domestic was quoted at 19c. 
to 20c. per pound, depending on quan- 
tity, inside price applying on car lots, 
while the imported was held at 18c. to 
19c. Prominent importers said that 
they had never had such a d?man 
for cyanide kefore and that they were 
selling their full allotments readily at 
the prices quoted. 

SODA, FLUORIDE.—The market has 
been very dull during the past few 
weeks, but the prices have been well 
maintained and quotations were as be- 
fore. Spot stocks were not in overly 
large volume and the high replacement 
costs have induced the local sellers to 
maintain the prices, as the domestic 
did not figure in the local trading to 
any extent at all. Leading makers ap- 
parently have their output taken up by 
regular customers from year to year. 
This production, too, does not appear to 
be very large. Quotations were 8%4c. to 
9c. per pound for the imported. The 
contract price on domestic was given 
at 9%c. 

SODA, NITRATE—Has changed lit- 
tle of late, although the tone of the 
market was rather firmer on account of 
position of raw material. Trading has 
been well maintained right along. 
Granulated was quoted at 3%c. to 4c. 
per pound, and powdered at 5%c. to 
6144c. These were barrel prices; bags 
are \%e. less. 

SODA, NITRITE.—The market has 
displayed a fair amount of activity, but 
there was not much real enthusiasm 
about the trading, and consumers tak- 
ing just about as little as they could 
at a time for their present operations. 
Stocks of the imported were in fair 
volume and were quoted at 9c. to 9%4c. 
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per pound, depending on seller. Domes- 
tic was not in much supply hereabouts 
and the price was 9%%c. usually. 

SODA, PYRO-PHOSPHATE.—Sales 
continued to be made at irregular prices 
and demand was not very active. The 
market was quoted at l14ec. to 16c. per 
pound, although sales have been noted 
at more. 

SODA, SILICO - FLUORIDE. — Was 
4144c. to per pound, and in fairly 
good supply at the range. The market 
has displayed little activity during the 
past few weeks and was along quite 
dull lines during most of the one just 
closed. 

SODA, SULPHIDE.—The market was 
firm enough in tone and prices were 
maintained by the producers. In- 
quiries for forward shipments have 
been fairly good and factors were well 
sold ahead at the moment. Imported 
material, while it has been offered 
cheaply to import, has not attracted 
many buyers, as a year or so ago, when 
a lot of it was taken on by consumers, 
in certain cases the quality was a dis- 
appointment, and this has made con- 
sumers more wary in buying it since. 
Quotations on the 60 percent fused 
were $3.75 to $4 per 100 pounds; on the 
broken, $4 to $4.25; while crystals were 

2.75 to $3. 

SODA, TUNGSTATE—Was in quite 
small supply for the most part and also 
firmer in tone, with prices at least 80c. 
to 85c. per pound. 

SULPHU R.—Flour has continued 
along steady routine lines for the most 
part and the prices were maintained at 
the recent advances. Quotations on the 
commercial grade were $1.70 to $2.10 
per 100 pounds, while the superfine was 
$2.30 to $2.95. 

TIN PRODUCTS.—Prices of deriva- 
tives would be changed the first of the 
month in the ordinary course of events. 
The position of tin during the past 
few weeks indicated a continuation of 
present levels or else scant modification 
of them at this time.

Diatomite Found in B. C. 


CHATHAM, Ont., Dec. 28, 1925. 

An extensive deposit of infusorial earth 
or diatomite has been discovered by Geo. 
H. Turner of Vancouver, B. C., near 
Quesnel, in the Cariboo district of 
British Columbia. 

The exact extent of 
not been determined, but investigation 
has been carried far enough to indicate 
that it is ample to justify extensive com- 
mercial development. It is stated that 
the only commercial deposit being worked 
in the United States is in Florida, where 
a suction dredge pumps the material from 
the bottom of a lake. In Great Britain 
there were large deposits on the Isle of 
Skye, which were, however, worked out 
by the British Admiralty during the war 
to supply material for submarine con- 
struction Some deposits have been re- 
ported in northern Ontario, but their 
probably commercial extent is not known. 

Diatomite is fireproof, and very light, 
weighing only seven pounds per cubic 
foot It is used for the sound-proofing 
of modern buildings, as it can be mixed 
directly with plaster and cement. It is 
used as a non-conductor for lining cold 
and refrigerators and has 
also in a number of industrial

Paint Hiding Power 
May Be Measured 


An investigation has been carried out 
at the Bureau of Standards of the Depart- 
ment of Commerce with the ultimate ob- 
ject of developing a method for measur- 
ing the hiding power of paints. Paints 
vary widely in their ability to conceal 
underlying surfaces. Thus, one paint 
may hide completely in three _ coats, 
whereas three coats of another paint may 
still show pencil marks or finger prints 
on the wood beneath. As this property 
is of prime importance to the paint user, 
a simple, accurate method for getting a 
quantitative figure on this valuable prop- 
erty is highly desirable. A photographic 
method has been developed for this pur- 
pose with which the film thickness re- 
quired for complete hiding can be deter- 
mined even as close as one-seventh the 
thickness of an average thinly brushed 
paint coating. The hiding power as fin- 
ally expressed is in terms of square feet 
of surface that one gallon of wet paint 
will cover and hide.

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Continued Demand for Light Distillates Is Feature 
—Prices Invariably Maintained—Upward 
Trend in Pyridin Follows Buying 


There were few changes in the prices 
of cOal tar products last week. Trading 
during the period was along quiet lines 
in most items, although the routine of 
contract shipments which has been ob- 
served in the more important crudes 
during the past few months was main- 
tained excellently. The crudes were 
still in a firm position because of the 
excellent demand which has been a 
feature of the market for so long. The 
opinion existed that there would be 
little if any reduction in the prices of 
the benzol at this time, due to the con- 
sumption of the other distillates which 
require benzol for their manufacture. 
Some opinion was noted to the effect 
that higher prices in the benzols would 
perhaps not out of line, especially 
in the 90 percent grade, the demand for

Production of solvent naphtha, tolu- 
ene and xylene has been expanded dur- 
ing recent months, but consumption 
has shown more than corresponding 
growth and the distributors were still 
having difficulty in keeping up with 
the demands. Consumption of these 
solvents in the lacquer trade has 
come one of the recent features of the 
market and utilized great quantities. 

A flurry of buying in pyridin resulted

ANTHRACENE.—Conditions in this 
section of the market have not changed 
greatly in a good many weeks and it 
was not in the nature of things to 
develop any startling variations in the 
usual routine tenor last week.

PHENOL. —:The U.S.P. was 
changed in price at 22c. to 23c. 

The market has been along 
quiet lines during most of the week 
and there was little change in condi- 
tions. Stocks were in pretty good vol- 
ume, but were not excessive and the 
tone of the market was quite steady. 
The prices have been maintained for 
some time past and there was nothing 
in the situation last week to indicate 
that there would be any immediate 
change in them. Producers were mod- 
erating production and the output was 
not much ahead of the consumption, so 
that the market was well balanced.

— The market 
for sublimed has been quite good right 
along. Makers could have sold more 
goods if the orders had come in as 
stocks were ample, but there has been 
a sufficiently maintained demand dur- 
ing the past month to keep the prices 
quite steady. A considerable bit of 
forward business has also been done, 
and it is expected that there will be an 
extensive sale of this intermediate dur- 
ing the next few months. The quota- 
tions were from 90c. to $1 per pound, 
depending on the quantity, with most 
of the current business at 95c. to $1, as 
the quantities involved were not 
large. 

BENZIDIN.— The unsettlement in 
the base has been gradually disappear- 
ing and the market has been exerting 
a steadier tone. The prices did not 
appear to have been subjected to fur- 
ther cutting and the competition be- 
tween sellers, while still in evidence, 
has not resulted in sales at lower prices 
than quoted schedules, which were 72c.

DIMETHYL-ANILIN.—Was obvious- 
ly steadier in tone and also somewhat 
firmer, judging by the fact that the 
leading manufacturers have inclined to 
quote higher prices during the past 
week or ten days. Business has been 
brisker if anything, small lots sales 
quite numerous during the week ac- 
cording to reports, and the market 
holding up well for this time of the 
year.

had the effect of decreasing the weekly vol- 
ume of turnover and retarded the develop- 
ment of well defined trends, the changes in 
quotations are clearly a reflection of sea- 
sonal tendencies and the establishment of un- 
derlying strength, which is an augur for rising 
prices in light ends. 
As often happens at this period of the year 
the marketing of heavy products has notice- 


less. thanably increased by the receipt of instructions 


on material already purchased and the gain 
in inquiries for material to be delivered over 
the next thirty days. The severity of the 
climate in many parts of the middle western 
states, however, is giving the market the push, 
bringing firmness to all quotations of these 
products. 


Expectations of strong markets in the heavy 
ends had been entertained earlier in the year, 
but with increased production which has re- 
cently developed, thought of higher prices had 
been abandoned, Consequently, the present 
strength is taken as a basis indicating a rise 
next month, just as happened in January, 
1925. 

While interest nas been chiefly in 
seasonal products of the times, there has 
nevertheless been shown in this week's mar- 
ket that broad inquiries regarding gasolines 
may soon be felt. There are many prospec- 
tive purchasers looking for points of weakness 
which would enable them to obtain material 
at prices fractionally under the prevailing quo- 
tations. From the actions of these interesis 
which are not dominant factors, which have 
often been present in the market at this 
time in previous years, a healthy sign is dis- 
cernable by market observers. There are no 
wild predictions about what prices are liekly 
to do as have often been heard In previous 
markets. This is undoubtedly due i6 the ab- 
sence of those buyers who in the year ends of 
1924 and 1923 became increasingly active in 
the Midcontinent markets due to- the fact 
that the level of prices prevailing here at 
those periods were below the level of quota- 
tions of other parts of the country. 

This situation is interpreted by close mar- 
ket observers as one of a well organized mar- 
ket. The lack of the development of pur- 
chasing to restore a market level is healthy 
in view of the receipt of a steady stream of 
orders for quantities as large as market fac- 
tors have usually absorbed, but coming from 
a very much larger number of channels. Con- 
sequently, trading is likely to be as heavy 
with the opening of the year but more evenly 
distributed than has been the case in previous 
years; therefore, it will not involve any ex- 
citable manipulation such as has often been 
the doom of a strong market. The lack of 
stocks in this region is not interpreted as a 
factor which is likely to prove detrimental to 
buyers, as refiners are these days regulating 
their operations more closely to supply and 
demand than heretofore. 

Owing to the holidays, operations have been 
somewhat mixed, but what differences have 
occurred are being made up so as to maintain 
the higher level which developed with the open- 
ing of the month, due to the sound position 
of the market. However, from present indi- 
cations, it can be said that there is more 
likely to be an increase in the coming month 
as many refiners are anxiously seeking ad- 
ditional sources, permitting them to increase 
their purchases of crude. Firms which _here- 
tofore had been offering premiums spasmod- 
ically are adopting this payment as a_ gen- 
eral policy and using this as a basis for the 
making of contracts covering as many as 
three years. There is evidence in this con- 
nection that established crude connections are 
not easily obtained, thereby bringing about a 
situation which will soon cause a rising of 
the level of posted prices 

GASOLINE,.—The U. S. motors grade is gen- 
erally quoted at to 10¢e. a gallon, for 
spot delivery, but refiners show unwilling- 
ness in quoting for January shipment. This 
compares with 914c. to 9%c. last week. Some 
sales this week for the early weeks of 1926 
have been made as high as 10\%c., although 
these do not represent a general policy. The 
60-62 grade is generally quoted at llc. to 
11%c., while the 64-66 grade is quoted at 12c. 
to 12\%c.. and the 68-70 is quoted at 13c. to 
13%c. There is evidence that the higher gravi- 
ties are slightly larger in supply. This is 
construed to be an adjustment of inventories 
rather than an inherent weakness of the 
product. 

NATURAL GASOLINE.—In the grades A 
and B some weakness has developed as com- 
pared with a week or ten days ago. The grade 
Ais easily available at 10%c. a gallon and 
grades B are available at 10c. The grade C, 
however, shows more firmness and is quoted 
at 9%4c. to 9%c. as compared with a single 
price of 9%c. a week ago. 

KEROSENE.—This product is still unchanged 
but more difficult of purchase in Texas, where 
it commands a premium over group 3 quota- 
tions. This is due mostly to the absorption of

Standard Oil Co. Gets 


East Indian Concessions 
WASHINGTON, Dee, 28, 1925 


There is official confirmation of the ré- 
port that the Dutch Colonial Petroleum 
Company, Standard Oil subsidiary, gets 
exploitation rights in five new East In- 
dian oil fields. The Dutch parliament has 
acted favorably on this proposal and the 
legislative body of the Dutch East Indies 
was expected to do likewise any day. 
The fields involved are understood to total 
in area something like 600,000 acres. 
While the locations are not officially 
stated, the report says that two of the 
fields are situated in Pakembang, Suma- 
tra; two in Madura, and one in Java. 
The Commerce and State departments 
have received inquiries about the conces- 
sion, and it is possible that an official an- 
nouncement may be made on the subject. 
There is no confirmation of the report that 
the Dutch Indian Oil Company has en- 
tered into a similar arrangement with the 
Dutch authorities concerning oil fields in 
Sumatra 

The concession to the Standard interests 
in the Dutch East Indies regarded as 
perhaps the most important development 
of the kind in that part of the world, 
since the Dutch government took action 
several years ago to exclude American 
oil interests from the Djambi fields, which 
then went to the Batavian Oil Company, 
half of which was held by the Dutch gov- 
ernment and half by the Royal Dutch oil 
interests. In recent months there have 
been unconfirmed reports that Standard 
interests were to get in on the Djambi 
and other East Indian fields,

Unimpressive Trading and Few Revisions in Prices 
Marked Year’s Last Week—Tanstuffs Less 
Firm—Logwood Sticks Higher 


Trading in the market for dyestuffs 
and tanstuffs last week was not at all 
imposing. There has been little real 
demand for any of these materials 
during the past week or ten days and 
the market presented a dull appear- 
ance most of the time, There have 
been some revisions of prices during 
the week, but they were generally of 
minor importance. The reductions 
which have been effected in the prices 
of many commodities in the primary 
markets have naturally been reflected 
in the derivatives which are produced 


here. Thus, prices of a number of 
different extracts have undergone 
minor changes during the week just 
ended. None of these changes has 
been very extensive, however, and it 
could not be said that trading was 


likely to be increased by any of them, 


although they were practically all in 
the nature of reductions. 
The desire to liquidate stocks of 


resulted in considerably 
shipments of Sicilian 


sumac has

sumac from Italy during the past 
fortnight. However, the demand from 
this end does not appear to have in- 


creased very much since the exporters 
knocked a cool $25 per ton from their 
prices. Stocks of sumac this year were 
quite good compared to a year ago, 
and the quality on the whole has been 
better than was the crop of a year 
ago. European demand seems to have 
been as meager as that from America, 


judging by the attitude of the sellers 
now. Divi divi too has apparently 
weakened in the primary markets as 


more attractive offers have been made 
by the sellers therein 

The firmer tendency in the markets 
for dyewoods which was remarked 
some time ago has continued and the 
situation had elements of strength 
which might not be unlikely to develop 
further advances in the prices. Log- 
wood sticks have advanced and were 
quoted at higher prices than have been 
seen in some time. Fustic sticks also 
were mounting, but have not proceeded 
logwood 


as determinedly as the evi- 
dently. The extracts were naturally 
reflecting this additional strength in 
the raw materials. although the ad- 
vances in them have been very con- 
servative to say the least. 


Chemicals were along the usual lines 
last week and the market in this 
respect disclosed nothing new. Bichro-

The prices of the ex- 
tracts have ruled quite steady for some 
time past and the position of the wood 
in the primary markets seemed likely 
to keep the market poised at very 
steady levels for some time to come, 
as there was no indication of larger or 
cheaper supplies of the wood in the 
near future.

HEMATINE CRYSTALS. — Were 
along usual routine lines at 12c. to 18c.

grade. The market was _ distinctly 
steady in tone. 

LOGW OOD.—The wood has advanced 
a good deal during recent weeks and 
the prices in the primary markets 
were much stronger than they had 
been. There has been a better in- 
quiry for the stocks since the market 


started to go higher. Offerings of the 
wood in the primary markets did not 
seem to be overly large and apparently 
in recent years there has been a steady 
if gradual decline in the gathering of 
this wood.

ALBUMEN.—There were no changes 
in the prices of edible grades of egg 
albumen last week. The market was 
along pretty quiet lines most of the 
week and the market disclosed new 
developments that could be construed 
as important. Up until two or three 
weeks ago there had been an extremely 
good demand for this material and 
considerable quantities had been re- 
moved from the market during the 
early part of the month. Competition 
locally has been rather: more strenuous 
and this has resulted in the present 
quotations. Practically no albumen 
was being offered in China at this time 
for export and it was said here that 
what lots have been available recently 
have been of inferior quality and high 
in price, a combination which has been 
anything but conducive to business. 
Most of the local factors appeared to 
have adequate quantities on hand to 
last them over until next summer and 
they were in a position to take care of 
their regular customers all right. It 
was not thought there would be any 
lack of supplies until the new Chinese 
crop would come to hand. Most of the 
goods in store on spot had been bought 
at comparatively high prices and there 


was not much hope that prices would 
be materially lower than they are at 
the present time. It was felt that sell- 
ing levels around those now quoted 
would prevail right along into the 
spring, if the consumption holds to 
healthy lines. The present prices were 
$1.15 to $1.20 per pound. Occasional lots 
have gone at less, these sales being 
forced, but quantities now distressed 
were insignificant. The blood grades 
moved along steadily enough, the mar- 
ket unvarying and the prices 50c. to 
60c. per pound, depending on the quan- 
tity and the grade. 

DEXTRIN. — No changes have oc- 
curred in the prices of corn dextrins 
during the past week. The demand 
for these materials has been quite good 
and large quantities have been acquired 
by consumers. The production of them 
was along better lines than in some 
time past and refiners have been op- 
erating plants since the beginning of 
this month which had not previously 
been operated in three years. This 
was to take care of the maintained de- 
mand and the good foreign movement 
which has also been reported. Quota- 
tions on ordinary yellow dextrin were 
$3.92 to $4.19 per 100 pounds, and on 
British gum, $4.17 to $4.44. Imported 
notato was quoted 7%c. to 84ec. per 
pound hereabouts. Domestic has not 
been offered much in this market and 
production was apparently negligible 
at the moment. 

EGG YOLK.—The market here was 
quite firm in tone and prices were at 
least 55c. to 60c. per pound for the 
soluble, which was the grade in de- 
mand. Large quantities have been 
taken from the market since the be- 
ginning of this month, making for a 
much firmer tone to the situation. 
Nothing to speak of has been offered 
for shipment from China in recent 
weeks and the quality of the few lots 
coming to hand has been very poor, it 
was said, so that no one was buying. 
It was not expected that any more yolk 
would be offered for shipment from 
China this winter and this has helped 
to strengthen the local situation also. 


STARCH.—Corn starches have been 
in very good demand recently and the 
market has displayed more activity 
than in a good many months. Con- 
sumption has been well maintained, so 
that buying had continued all through 
December on a very good scale. Prices 
were low and probably this has induced 
more buying than might otherwise 
have been the case. Quotations on the 
pearl starch were $3.12 to $3.39 per 
100 pounds, while the powdered was

Shale Oil and Petroleum 
Relationship Discussed 


There is reason for doubting that im- 
portant quantities of petroleum have been 
formed from oil shales except in the 
vicinity of igneous intrusions where the 
temperatures have been unusually high, 
according to an article on “Relation of 
‘Oil Shale to Petroleum” in the November 
bulletin of the American Association of 
Petroleum Geologists. 

The authors, Francis M. Van Tuyl, pro- 
fessor of geology, Colorado School of 
Mines, and Chester O. Blackburn, research 
chemist, Colorado School of Mines, have 
made a series of flowage experiments on 
typical oil shale, both at ordinary tem- 
peratures and at elevated temperatures, 
to test the theory that oil shale is genetic- 
ally related to petroleum, and that it 
represents the initial stage in the trans- 
formation of organic material into oil. 








California Standard and 
Pacific Oil Will Merge 


The Standard Oil Company of Cali- 
fornia and Pacific Oil Company are to be 
merged in a new consolidated company 
which will issue one share of its stock for 
each share of the two companies, Pacific 
Oil having outstanding 3,500,000 shares, 
and the Standard about 9,500,000 shares. In 
addition, Pacific Oil will reserve for dis- 
tribution among its stockholders 1,229,575 
shares of Associated Oil Company stock 
and other assets of an estimated value in 
excess of $20,000,000, after deducting all 
liabilities, including Pacific Oil dividends 
to be paid January 20. Under this merger 
the Pacific Oil Company will turn over 


only its producing properties to the new 
combine and settle its own liabilities, 
leaving assets remaining for its share- 
holders, while the new company will take 
over all assets and liabilities of the Stand- 
ard. 


The Associated Oil Company, controlled 
by Pacific, is not affected by the merger.

Russian Oil Exports 
WASHINGTON, Dee. 30, 1925. 

Exports of Russian petroleum products 
during the year ended September 30, 
amounted to 1,338,000 metric tons, ac- 
cording to the “Petroleum Bulletin” of 
Moscow. This figure does not include 
shipments to Persia, China and Central 
Asia. An increase of 45 percent over 1913 
exports of 921,000 tons is recorded as 
well as a continuation of the progressive 
increase of preceding years. The exports 
of. 1924-25 are distributed as follows :— 
62,000 tons of crude petroleum (72,000 in 
1923-24), 276,600 of gasoline (134,000), 
391,000 of kerosene (347,000), 88.000 of 
machine oil (75,000), 80,000 of solar oil 
(47,000), 426,000 of fuel oil and residues 
(37,000), and 15,000 of other oils and 


greases (11,000).

Bunker C fuel oil, delivered in the harbor 
is offered at $1.55 per barrel alongside. 

Port shipments during the week, with sup- 
plementary cargoes included, took in these 
petroleum products:—Gasoline in transit, 75,000 


barrels was entered, and 30,000 barrels of crude 
oil was imported from Tampico; 600 cases of 





refined oil, 2,300 cases of kerosene and 135 
drums and 359 cases of gasoline were ex- 
ported, and 75,000 barrels of gasoline was sent 
out as a coastwise shipment to Atlantic ports.

Kerosene in China 


Imports in 1924 Were Valued 
At Total of $46,809,619 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 30, 1925. 


China’s kerosene trade, which amounted 
in 1924 to $46,809,619, is one of the largest 
import businesses in the country and 
probably one of the most permanent, ac- 
cording to the Department of Commerce. 
The various companies interested have 
millions of dollars invested in bulk oil 
storage, case oil warehouses, residences 
for their staffs and transportation euip- 
ment for deliveries and for the trips of 
their inspectors, whose time is largely 
spent in the interior waterways which 
form the natural highway system of the 
country. The Chinese are now attempting 
the development of some local petroleum 
deposits on a small scale, and it is re- 
ported that a limited quantity of oil, suf- 
ficient for the needs of the immediate 
vicinity, has been produced in certain dis- 
tricts. However, until such time as ade- 
quate supplies of petroleum May be 
located within Chinese borders, this will 
be an importing country for kerosene and 
its allied products, and the continual in- 
crease of investments by all importing 
companies is significant of their views of 
the business. The following table shows 
the quantities and sources of kerosene im- 
portel into the country in 1913, 1923 
and 1924:—

During the twelve.years the total im- 
portation has increased about 21 percent 
from a gross total of 84,036,917 gallons 
in 1913 to 222,290,235 in. 1924, in spite of 
the continual civil distlrbances which 


have curtailed all business and have re- 
sulted in a diminution of the purchasing 
power of the entire population, from coolie 
class to millionaire. This advance under 
such circumstances can be attributed only 
to remarkable efforts on the part of the 
marketing organizations maintained by 
the importing companies. The most not- 
able development shown by the above 
table, however, is the dominating position 
assumed by American oil in the course of 
little more than a decade. From 52.6 
percent of the total trade of the country 
in 1913, it advanced to control of 70.5 
percent of the importation of the country 
in 1924. 

The Chinese market for kerosene pre- 
sents one of the most interesting ex- 


amples of a widespread demand for a 
product not native‘to the country, which 
can be handled profitably only in large 


volumes, and which must eventually be 
delivered to the consumer in minute quan- 
tities through organizations whose net- 
works of agencies must be of exceed- 
ingly fine mesh in order to capture and 
hold the trade. In the oil business, as 
in all others, price is the greatest single 
factor in determining sales. Next comes 
brands, or “chops” as they are known in 
the Chinese vernacular, for, other things 
being anywhere nearly equal, the brand 
which is the oldest on the market and 
favorably known to the consumers will 
get the best part of the trade. For in- 
stance, in one area of the Shanghai dis- 
trict an American company has a valu- 
able trade in a rather expensive case oil. 
It holds a section of the market in spite 
of competition from the cheaper oils 
packed and sold by the same firm and 
those of competitors, simply because it 
has gained a reputation for evenness of 
quality, and as it is a bit dearer its use 
causes “face” to accrue to its purchasers. 

In addition, packing is of importance. 
In some localities small drums containing 
bulk oil are preferred, and in others the 
dealers want 50-gallon barrels. In other 
places kerosene in tins has a strong hold 
on the market, whether from original case 
oil shipments, or from bulk oil packed just 
before sale. 

These preferences depend upon the de- 
mand as regulated by the purchasing 
power of the population and also upon

companies to market a 
oil in a given territory. 
In view of the complicated processes ne- 
cessitated by importing oil in shipload 
lots from abroad and eventually selling 
it in tiny cupfuls, containing not more 
than one ounce, an annual consumption of 
kerosene valued at $46,809,619 appears to 
be a considerable achievement. 





Gasoline Evaporation 
Lessened by Tetralin 


One of the problems that is always 
agitating the minds of petroleum tech- 
nologists and oil companies is the reduc- 
tion of losses in the evaporation of pe- 
troleum products of low boiling point, par- 
ticularly of gasoline. According to a 
process which has been patented in Ger- 
many (patent 405,534) these losses are 
effectively prevented by the use of a 
small amount of inflammable high boil- 
ing compounds of the aromatic series. 
Among such’ substances is mentioned 
tetralin (tetrahydronaphthalene), the sol- 
vent developed in Germany during the 
war and exploited largely for various 
chemical purposes. Similar substances, 
such as dekalin, are said also to be ef- 
fective for this purpose. 


N.P.A. to Discuss Traffic 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 28, 1925. 


Traffic managers of members of the 
National Petroleum Association have been 
called by Willis Crane, commerce counsel 
for the association, to meet in Cleveland, 
Ohio, January 11, to consider traffic prob- 
lems confronting the association and its 
members. 


Mexican Oil Act Now Law 


MEXICO CITY, Dec. 28, 1925. 

The government petroleum bill recently 
passed by the Mexican Congress has been 
placed in effect by a presidential decree. 
The bill regulates exploration for oil and 
gas and the operation of refineries and 
pipelines. A proclamation by the gov- 
ernment within a short time is expected 
to define in detail the effect of the bill 
upon foreign capital. 


Mexican Trade Outlook 
Lends Aid to Optimism 


Trade sentiment in Mexico is quite 
optimistic with regards the general pros- 
perity through the New Year. This 
optimism is supported heartily by the 
chemical trades, whose opinion is well ex- 
pressed as follows by H. J. Neumegen, of 
William Young & Co., S, A., Mexico City, 
in a letter to the Reporter :— 

I am optimistic regarding the trade outlook 
for next year, and the chemical business will, 
of course, share in any prosperity, as the con- 
sumption of heavy chemicals is increasing in 
this country, due to a large extent to their 
being used more than formerly in the mining 
industry. The price of metals (silver and cop- 
per), therefore, is important, as if prices are 
down, the low grade mines have to suspend 
operations. 

Also, unfortunately, politics here have a more 
direct influence on business than in most other 
countries, and disturbed conditions, revolutions 
or adverse legislation at once makes business 
extremely difficult. However, the present gov- 
ernment appears strong, and if the Lamont- 
Pani agreement is carried out, the national 
railways being handed back by the government 
to the bondholders January 1, and the pay- 
ment of interest on Mexican bonds is renewed, 
undoubtedly there will be a feeling of in- 
creased confidence in this country. 

The National Railways of Mexico have 
been returned to private management sas 
contemplated. Mariano Cabrera has been 
retained as general manager. 


Howard Sutherland Made 
Alien Property Custodian 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 30, 1925. 

Howard Sutherland, former Senator 
from West Virginia, has been appointed 
Alien Property Custodian to succeed 
Frederick C. Hicks, deceased. Immed- 
iately after President Coolidge made the 
appointment, Mr. Sutherland was sworn 
into office and assumed charge of alien 
property affairs. Born in Missouri in 
1865, the new custodian worked for the 
Census Bureau in this city for a while 
and then moved to West Virginia where 
he served in the State legislature before 
being elected to the national House of 
Representatives and later to the Senate.

Market interest in fertilizer materials was 
slow during the week. Some inquiries are 
being received and few small orders have been 
placed during the past few days. The greatest 
number of inquiries have been concerning ni- 
trate of soda. The market is farther behind in 
this commodity than any other. Whatever has 
caused this backwardness, it now seems ap- 
parent that quick action will be necessary on 
the part of fertilizer manufacturers in order to 
get their nitrate of soda in time to put into 
their goods before the active selling season 
begins. 

The most urgent factor in the fertilizer mar- 
ket at present is that which has developed in 
connection with the railroad situation in the 
Southeast. Prompt handling of fertilizer mate- 
rials is almost impossible on account of the 
heavy freight which the roads are undertaking 
to haul. Fertilizer manufacturers are, there- 
fore, delaying overlong in ordering the full 
requirements of the season, and there may be 
trouble in getting all the ingredients that are 
to be needed in meeting the consumers’ de- 
mands in time to anticipate the planting season 
in the South. 

Organic ammoniates continue weak, but no 
change in prices are being quoted. Fertilizer 
manufacturers are said to have been buying 
rather freely against their requirements for 
organic ammoniates. The tendency of the 
fertilizer manufacturer to turn to the less 
expensive inorganic ammoniates as the source 
of a greater and greater part of their nitrogen 
each year persists.

Chilean Nitrate Push Is 
Behind World Conference 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 30, 1925. 

The international fertilizer conference 
to be held in Rome in February under the 
auspices of the International Institute of 
Agriculture will eventuate largely on the 
result of the Chilean nitrate propaganda, 
according to information reaching here. 
One purpose of the conference is said tu 
be to promote the collection of complete 
statistics with respect to the utilization of 
fertilizers. 

Chilean nitrate interests held a meet- 
ing in Rome last summer, it seems, and 
asked the International Institute of Agri- 
culture for statistics along this line. 
These were not found to be available. 
The nitrate interests then donated £1,000 
to the institute for the collection of such 
data, which are expected to show that 
there is much room in the world field 
for utilization of more fertilizer, includ- 
ing nitrate.
